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ENGLAND MAY ACT IN TURKEY. 


Mr. Chamberlain Says the European 
Concert’s Impotence Is a Dis- 
credit to All the Powers, 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—The Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, defending the Government policy 
at Liverpool this evening against the at- 


tacks of the Liberals and referring especial- 
ly to the Armenian and Cretan questions, 
said: 

“The impotence of the European concert 
is a discredit to all the powers. The posi- 
tion is becoming intolerable and cannot be 
allowed to continue indefinitely. Though 
there would be great risk in taking the al- 
ternative course, it may be our duty—I hope 
it will not—to reserve our right and inde- 
pendence to take isolated action.”’

Chamberlain’s statement, characterizing it 
as most important and significant. 


MARYLAND’S SENATORSHIP. 


Talk of a Coalition for the Purpose 
of Electing a Baltimore Man 
to Succeed Gorman. 


ANNAPOLIS, Jan. 19.—The State Legis- 
lature took the first joint ballot to-day for 
a “United States Senator to succeed Arthur 
Pue Gorman’* “ 

The ballot resulted as follows: Mc- 
Comas, 36; Shaw, 11; Shryock, 2; Milliken, 
2; Barber, 6; Urner, 1; Gorman, 46; Find- 
lay, 2; Parran, 6; Lowndes, 1; total, 113. 
Necessary to choice, 57. Absent, 4. 

It being apparent that no result could be 
reached, the plan to take two ballots was 
abandoned and the joint convention was ad- 
journed until to-morrow. 

A caucus of the Republican majority prob- 
ably will be held to-morrow night, and an 
attempt will be made to force the recalci- 
trants into lune. It is said that Postmaster 
General Gary has requested his six support- 
ers from Southern Maryland who have voted 
for the last two days for Thomas Parran 
for Senator to go into caucus. Mr. Parran 
is in town to-night, and has supplemented 
the request of Gen, Gary with a personal 
appeal to his friends. 

Thé “eleven’’ from Baltimore City will 
await the result of to-morrow night’s cau- 
cus, and probably will hold a conference 
Friday morning. To-night developments 
indicate that to-morrow’s ballot in joint 
convention for a United States Senator will 
be a repetition of to-day’s vote. 

Indications of an attempted coalition be- 
tween the Baltimore ‘eleven’? and the 
Democratic members for the purpose of 
electing a Baltimore City man are growing 
stronger every hour. Several of Mr. Gor- 
man’s lieutenants are in town, and confer- 
ences between them and the Democratic 
members are frequent. If the coalition can 
be effected and made to succeed, the next 
Senator from Maryland will be either Major 
Alexander Shaw or William T. Malster. 
Speaker Shaefer is quoted as predicting that 
it will be Shaw, and that the fight will be 
over by Friday night. 
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THE FIGHT IN TENNESSEE, 





Seven Ballots but No Nomination by 


the Democratic Caucus. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 19.—Seven bal- 
lots for Whited States Senator were taken 
by the Democratic caucus of the General 
Assembly to-night, but no nomination was 
made, the caucus adjourning until to-mor- 
row night. 

The first ballot gave Congressman Benton 
MeMillin 39 votes, Senator Turley 30, and 


Gov. Taylor 19. During the succeeding six 
ballots the same number of votes was cast 
for Gov. Taylor. On the third ballot Senator 
Turley received 31 votes, but on the other 
ballots there was no change so far as his 
vote was concerned. 

Mr. McMillin received thirty-nine votes 
on every ballot, except the third and sev- 
enth, when he got thirty-eight. The Mc- 
Millin vote had been estimated at from 
thirty-six to forty before the caucus met. 
The Turley vote was about what was ex- 
pected. The vote for Taylor was not as 
large as had been claimed, his friends be- 
lieving that he would receive from twenty- 
seven to thirty on the first ballot. 

A nomination may be made to-morrow. 
night, but at present it looks as if there 
would be a deadlock for a day or two at 
least. 


STEAMER ON FIRE AT SEA. 





The Stockholm City Reaches Newport 
News with Damage of $50,000. 


NEWPORT NPWS, Va., Jan. 19.—The 
British steamship Stockholm City, Capt. 
Richards, from Manchester, England, Dec. 
24, arrived here to-night with her cabin 
bridge and all woodwork amidships burned 
away, her compass and charts destroyed, and 
without provisions, except a small supply 
of potatoes and rk. Fire broke out in 
the coal bunkers Sunday night. The officers 
and crew were powerless to cope with the 
flames and in a short time all the inflam- 
mable material adjacent to the bunkers be- 
came ignited. 

The man at the wheel was forced to de- 
sert his post, the wheelhouse was burned, 
and the steering gear disabled. Every strip 
of clothing owned by the crew, except what 
they wore on their backs, was consumed, 
together with about £400 in money belong- 
“ to the Captain and engineer. 

he fire was not extinguished until this 
morning, when the ship was near Cape 
Henry. When tht vessel reached here to- 
night the crew had fagged out. Their hag- 
gard faces, scorched clothing, and singed 
eyebrows told of a desperate battle with 
the fire. Furness, Withy & Co. are the 
agents of the Stockholm City. The vessel 
was damaged to the extent of at least 
$50,000. She had no cargo 
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DR. HALL’S RESIGNATIO 


A Meeting of His Congregation 
Adopts Resolutions Urging 
Him to Withdraw It. 








A PETITION WITH 970 NAMES 


All the Organized Societies of the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church Joined 
in the Appeal—Women Give 
Way to Emotion. 








Representatives of 970 members of the 
congregation of the Fifth Avenue Presby+ 
terian Church met in special session in the 
church last night and adopted resolutions 
deploring ‘the retirement of ‘their pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. John Hall, entreating him to 
reconsider his determination, and express- 
ing their love for him and their confidence 
in his ability to continue the work he has 
directed for the last thirty years. 

There is a feeling in the church, not loud- 
ly voiced, that, in some way or other, Dr. 
Hall’s action was not entirely voluntary 
and the meeting was called to show him 
that a large majority of the congregation 
desire him to remain with them and to tell 
him so in language which it would be im- 
possible for him or the Session of the 
church to mistake. In addition to petitions 
and resolutions of the Ladies’ Auxillary, the 
Young Women’s Missionary Society, the 
Young People’s Association, the Sunday 
school, and the other societies of the 
church, signed by nearly 1,000 members of 
the congregation, the feeling shown at the 
meeting proved the sincerity of the action 
taken. 

In point of numbers, as compared with the 
total of the congregation, the meeting was 
a small one—the attendance was perhaps 
300, of whom four-fifths were old or mid- 
dle-aged women and one-tenth men—but it 
made up in enthusiasm all that it lacked in 
size. Women wept as they applauded dur- 
ing the session, and sobbed after the ad- 


journment as they declared their happiness 
at hearing how their beloved pastor was 
appreciated. 

hen Howard Payson Wilds, who acted 
as spokesman for the protestants, read the 
resolution “that the congregation respect- 
fully decline to accept or to approve’’ the 
proposed resignation there was a burst of 
applause that lasted more than half a 
minute. When he had completed the read- 
ing of the different petitions and resolutions 
and the meeting, in response to the ques- 
tion from the Rev. Dr. Howard Duffield, 
who acted as Moderator, had voted unani- 
mously for their adoption, men and women 
crowded around to press his hand and 
thank him with sob-broken voices for the 
manner in which he had expressed their 
sentiments. 

The 970 persons who signed the various 
petitions and resolutions represent, it was 
said at the meeting, a large majority of the 
working membership of the church. 


Dr. Howard Duffield Presides., 


The Rev. Dr. Duffield, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, presided over the 
meeting by request. He made only a brief 
Statement of the business to be considered, 
led in a short prayer, read a few verses 
from the Scriptures, and called for action 
ypon Dr. Hall’s resignation. He said: 


“In taking charge of this meeting. wish 
to express my full appreciation of the great 


honor that has been conferred fipon nié*by 


the joint request of your pastor and your 
Session. I am not here-to give advice as to 
your action, nor to guide you. I’m here 
simply to keep the proceedings within the 
course required by Presbyterian law and 
precedent, and to do all that may be within 
my power to aid in a frank and free ex- 
pression of opinion on the matter which is 
to come under consideration.”’ 

Dr. Duffield then led in prayer and asked 
for guidance in the delicate and important 
matter before the congregation. After this 
prayer he read a few verses from the third 
chapter of the Epistle to the Ephasians as 
setting forth the spirit in which the mem- 
bers of the church should approach ‘the 
consideration of such a question. He said 
that the first business before the meeting 
would be the selection of a clerk, and called 
for nominations. 

Robert W. De Forest nominated S. RB. 
Brownell, and he was elected unanimously. 

Mr. Brownell read the several resolutions 
that had been adopted by the session since 
Jan. 6, and also a letter from Dr. Hall, 
dated Jan. 6, in which he resigned the pas- 
torate of the church. He also read the 
following resolution, which was adopted at 
a special meeting of the session held Jan. 
17. The resolutions were reported by a 
special committee, and are as follows: 


Resolved, That the session recommend to the 
congregation that, in accordance with the pas- 
tor’s wish and the report of our committee, the 
following resolutions be passed: 

Resolved, That this church unites with the Rev. 
Dr. John Hall in his application to Presbytery 
for the dissolution of the pastoral relations, and 
appoint Commissioners to represent this church 
in Presbytery, and instruct them to support our 
pactor’s application, to take effect on the 15th 
day of June, 1898, and not earlier. 

Resolved, That the Rev. Dr. John Hall be ap- 
pointed Pastor Emeritus of this church from and 
after the 15th day of June, 1898, and that an 
annual salary of $5,000 be paid to him during the 
continuance of such relations. 

Resolved, That Commissioners above named be 
authorized with the Trustees of this church to 
execute an agreement to that effect on behalf 
of this church and congregation. 


He Consents to Serve for Six Months. 


Dr. Duffield then said: “In addition to the 
papers just read by Mr. Brownell, I beg to 
submit herewith a letter that I have re- 
ceived this evening from Dr. Hall. It is 
dated Wednesday evening, Jan. 19, and is as 
follows: 

Dr. Howard Duftield: 

My Dear Brother: Let me ask you, as presiding 
officer at the meeting this evening, to inform the 
congregation that I have agreed to the resolution 
of the session that my resignation should not 
take effect until next June. My earnest prayer is 
that God in His goodness will direct to such 
steps as will make for Christian harmony and 
continued usefulness in the Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian Church. Yours fraternally, 

JOHN HALL. 

The reading of this letter produced a pro- 
found effect on those present. They ap- 
plauded earnestly for several seconds, and 
still more enthusiastically when Howard 
Peyson Wilds arose with an armful of peti- 
tions, resolutions, and letters which every 
one knew intuitively were so many appeals 
to Dr. Hall to reconsider his resignation. 
Mr. Wilds said: 

*“*T venture to express the belief that noth- 
ing in the history of this church has caused 
such widespread regret as the resignation 
of our beloved pastor, Dr. Hall. Our sense 
of loyalty and duty to him demands that we 
shall do everything that lies within our 
power to persuade him to recall his resigna- 
tion. [Applause for thirty seconds.] 

“IT therefore beg to offer this resolution 
and to ask for it the unanimous approval 
of the congregation.” 


The Resignation Not Approved, 
Mr. Wilds then read the following resolu- 
tion: 


Whereas, The session of the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church has called this meeting of the 
congregation to take action on. the proposed resig- 
nation of our pastor, Dr. John Hall, referred to 
in his letter to the session under date of Jan. 6, 


898, 
. Resolved, That the congregation respectfully de- 
cline to accept or to approve of such proposed 
resignation, and also decline to appoint Commis- 
sioners for the purpose of uniting with the pas- 
tor in seeki a dissolution of the pastoral rela-

He Will Openly Assume the Lead- 
ership of Tammany Hall 
To-morrow Night. 





TO HEAD FINANCE COMMITTEE 


He Will Be Surrounded by Members 
' of the “ Croker Guard ’—How 
the Other Committees 
Are Arranged. 








After an absence of almost four years 
from the avowed leadership of Tammany 
Hall, Richard ‘Croker has reclaimed his 
own, and to-morrow night, when: Chairman 
Augustus W. Peters of the Tammany Hall 
General Committee will announce him as 
Chairman of-the Finance Committee of 
the organization, the slight vell which has 
feebly hidden from view the face of the real 
leader will be torn aside,.and Mr. Croker 
will be seen in hig old place.

Mr. Croker gave up the leadership of 
Tammany Hall early in 1894, and was not 
at the head of the organization during the 
campaign which resulted so disastrously to 
Tammany Hall, when.

He was in Europe 
then, having left his mantle on the shoul- 
ders of John C. Sheehan, when at the fare- 
well dinner given at the Savoy before his 
departure for Europe, he explained to his 
followers that he would cease to lead Tam- 
many, although he should ever take an af- 
fectionate interest in its affairs. He com-

Hitt Defends the President. 


Mr. Hitt opened the general debate with 
a brief statement as to our foreign rela- 
tions with Spain and Cuba and the course 
of the Administration. He referred to the 
keen interest with which the struggle in 
Cuba had been watched, and told how, in 
the last Congress, the House, impatient of 
the delay of the then Executive, concurred 
in the joint resolution expressing it as the 


sentiment of Congress that the insurgents 
should be recognized. That resolution was 
unheeded, and the war went on. The present 
Executive had come into power a year ago. 
His sentiments were well known. On the 
House fioor and in all his public utterances 
he had shown his sympathy with any people 
struggling to better tneir condition. 

Mr. Hitt sketched the course of affairs 
since Mr. McKinley’s inauguration. He said 
the President immediately on taking’ the 
Presidency demanded the release of the 
American prisoners in Cuba. In many cases 
his demand was complied with, but not in 
all.--Then by the hand of an assassin the 
leader of the policy of stérn conservative 
oppression had fallen. His successors pur- 
sued the same policy until overthrown. 

When the Liberal Ministry came in the. 
President again pressed for the release. of 
the Americun prisoners, The Ministry 
yielded at last, and all secured their free- 
dom. 

But the President had gone further, He 
had protested with such emphasis and en- 
ergy against the barbarities of the war and 
the policy of concentration that Gen, Weyler 
had been recalled in disgrace and the policy 
of concentration had been abandoned. . 

Further even than this. the President had 
gone, He had notified the Sagasta Ministry 
that the war must cease and proposals of 
settlement be made within a reasonable 
time. These representations had been made 
owing to the great interest all over the 
country in the struggle the Cubans were 
making. The President’s representations 
had been listened to by Spain, and the 
scheme of self-government, modeled upon 
that of Canada, had been issued. 

Whether it would be successful and 
whether it was practicable or sincere many 
might doubt. Perhaps it would be a harsh 
judgment how to say that it had already 
failed. But that it was sincere events al- 
ready had made clear. Those who understood 
Spain and her machinations far better than 
we had passed judgment and already had at- 
tempted to destroy the autonomy scheme 
and to pull down the Sagasta Government, 
which had proposed it. The commercial class 
in Havana, Cubans of Spanish birth, had 
vented their rage in violence and turbu- 
lence. They had threatened the very exist- 
ence of Havana: 

Every act of the President, Mr. Hitt said, 
had shown the spirit which animated him in 
his public utterances in the past. He had 
achieved much in a few months, but he said 
he thought it unwise for the United States 
at this time to recognize the belligerency 
of the insurgents. 


Effect of Belligerency, 


Mr. Hitt admonished the members of the 
House that a National action must be vin- 
dicated before the world, and that we must 
prove, in what we do, that we are actuated 
by no vulgar greed to rob a neighbor or to 
seize property of others. 

Proceeding, Mr. Hitt dwelt upon the ef- 
fect of the extension of belligerent rights 
to the insurgents, arguing that it would 
give Spanish cruisers the right to search 
and impose a great hardship on the Cubans, 
who were without a navy. A three-mile 
line about Cuba was now the limit of the 
Spanish cruisers’ right of search. A declar- 
ation of belligerency would allow Spain’s 
warships to hunt our yessels on the high 
Seas. 

In the existing situation good men sym- 
pathizing with Cuba’s cause were constant- 
ly making their way to the island. Supplies, 
guns, and ammunition were going from the 
United States. It was said that every 
pound of powder fired in the cause of 
Cuba s_ freedom had come from this coun- 
try. No Spanish cruiser could now molest 
our vessels on the high seas.

MORE TROOPS IN HAVANA. 


Riots Ascribed by Spaniards to Press 
Attacks on Army Officers—Efforts 
to Buy Of Insurgents, 


HAVANA, (via Key West, Fla.,) Jan. 19.— 
Since Saturday the rioters have been quiet, 
with the exception of a dynamite bomb ex- 
ploded in the Plaza de Colon, which did 
no harm. The rumors that the volunteers 
would revolt against the Government have 
had no foundation. Nevertheless, on Satur- 
day and Sunday several Generals arrived 
here from Matanzas Province and the out- 
lying portions of Havana Province with 
additional reinforcements. About» 15,000 
men are now located within the city limits 
and in the outskirts. 

Certain politicians have industriously cir- 
culated rumors that the volunteers would 
join in the riots and have still further in- 
creased-popular passion by saying that the 
Government intended to disarm them. It 
has also been asserted that the volunteers 
would not have the ballot because in the 
pay of the Government, which is not the 
fact, as only the bugiers, the mobilized 
guerrillas, and a few others are paid, The 
rest are merchants and clerks, serving 
without Government oy. Those respon- 
sible for circulating these rumors are in- 
terested, it is asserted in palace-circles, in 
breeding trouble between the Government 
and the volunteers, so as to have the latter 
disarmed and to be assured of 80,000 men 
less against the insurgents. 

Now that~the disturbances have quieted 
down, the greater part of the troops have 
returned to their respective stations. 
Among the Government supporters the riots 
are explained as ‘““spontaneous and wholly 
without previous arrangement.” They are 
ascribed to the violent attacks upon not 
only army officers, but also upon prominent 
loyal Spaniards like the Marquis of Pinar 
del Rio and Mme. Eva Canel, the well- 


,known_ newspaper woman. The rioters, on 


the other hand, blame the authorities for 
consenting to newspaper attacks prohibited 
by law. Though without social standing, 
the rioters insist upon their patriotism. 

It is not true that the Conservative Muni- 
cipality of Cienfuegos has a deficit of $114,- 
000. his char, is only a political in- 
trigue to enable the Governor to suspend the 
municipal authorities and to appoint Au- 
tonomists. The money in question was in- 
voated in hospitals and in defense of the 
city. 

Upon the body of Capt. Puga, military 
commander at Rincon, this province, was 
found a letter signed by Puga offering to 
Insurgent Leader Hernandez $2,000 and a 
free passage to the United States if he 
would surrender with fifty armed followers. 
Another letter answering the above was 
found addressed to him, saying that if he 
continued his attempts to corrupt the in- 
surgents he would be court-martialed and 
shot if captured, 

As Puga could not induce Leader Hernan- 
dez to surrender, he began negotiations 
with Leader Juan Delgado, through the 
latter’s father. Leader Hernandez, having 
learned of this, captured and shot Capt. 
Puga without allowing him to communicate 
with Delgado. When this was known a 
Spanish force left Rincon and recovered the 
body, with the letters on it. ° 

The Government also sent $20,000 to the 
military commander at San Juan de las 
Yeras to procure the surrender of Leader 
Loreto Cepero and his nephew. 


A DEMAND FOR THE CORTES. 


Senor Robledo and His Friends Con- 
demn the Adoption of Autonomy 
Without Its Approval. 


MADRID, Jan. 19.—The address to the 
Queen Regent signed by, Sefior Romero Rob- 
ledo and others, in pursuance of a decision 
reached on Sunday last at a meeting of 
Sefior Robledo and his friends, is a mild- 
toned document disclaiming responsibility 
for the “infraction of the Constitution by 
the Government’s unprecedented action in 
changing the Government of the Antilles 
without the co-operation of the Cortes.” 

The cignatories declare that they are 
aware of the difficulties surrounding the 
Government, but consider it their duty to 
demand that the Cortes be summoned. 


CUBANS SEIZE CAVALRY HORSES. 


The Troopers Ryn Away and Will 
Now Be Court-Martialed, 


HAVANA, (via Key West, Fla.,) Jan, 19.— 
The insurgents last night raided Jaruco, 
this province, and, without firing a shot, 
carried away the horses of the Spanish 


cavalry squadron, whose members fled at 
the sight of the insurgents and took shelter 
in the civil headquarters. The latter will be 
court-martialed. 

Last night the reflection of large fires in 
cane fields in the direction of Guanabacoa 
was clearly noticeable here. Sefror Marcos 
Garcia, Civil Governor of the Province of 
Santa Clara, has gone to Remedios to 
await, it is said, the surrender of an in- 


’ surgent leader, whose name is not yet given. 


Gen. Luque’s Work for Spain. 


HAVANA, Jan. 19.—Gen. Luque reports 
that while reconnoitring during the past 
ten days in the San Martin district of Hol- 
guin, Province of Santiago de Cuba, he has 
inflicted a loss of thirty men killed on the 
insurgents. In addition, he adds, his troops 
captured seven prisoners, thirty-eight rifles, 
and a quantity of ammunition. The Span- 
ish column, according to Gen, Luque, had 
one man killed and twenty-one wounded. 


The Laurada’s Captain Acquitted. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Jan, 19.—Capt. Mur- 
phy, who was on trial in the United States 


District Court charged with filibustering 
in connection with the steamer Laurada, 
was to-day declared not guilty by the jury.

Makes Plans for a State | 
Convention. 


EVERY COUNTY REPRESENTED 


A Meeting at Syracuse in February— 
William Brookfield to See Gov. 
Black About the Pri- 
maries Bill. 


An executive conference of anti-Platt Re- 


_Publicans, representing, ejther in person, by 


proxy, or by written authority, every coun- 
ty in the State, was held last night in the 
room of the Transportation Club on the 
top floor of the Manhattan Hotel, Forty- 
second Street and Madison Avenue. George 
H. Matthews.of Buffalo, leader of the Erie 
County anti-Platt organization, presided. 

The meeting had been called for the_pur- 
pose of discussing a plan of- State -organi- 
zation. Some of the conferrees said that the 
object of the new organization would be to 
ruin the Platt organization by defeating 
its State, legislative, and county tickets 
next Fall. 

They said that an early State Convention 
would be held and that every effort would 
be made to perfect in every Assembly dis- 
trict an organization that would not sub- 
mit to dictation from the Platt leaders, 
but that would make independent nomina- 
tions for the purpose not only of defeating 


the Platt tickets, but also of electing inde- 
pendents to office if possible. 

No information was given as to what 
country leaders had consented to join euch 
a@ movement, except that it was said that 
Congressman James J. Belden of Onondaga 
County had written to the local leaders of 
the movement, authorizing them to use him 
as they should see fit. The out-of-town Re- 
publicans who attended the conference did 
not wish their names to be used. Among the 
local conferrees were William Brookfield, 
John E. Milholland, and 8. A. Whitaker. 


For a State Conference. 


It was announced by Mr. Whitaker, who 
acted as spokesman for the conference, that 
a committee would be appointed to issue, 
within four days, a call for a State confer- 
ence in Syracuse, to take place some time 


in February. At this conference, he said, 
a State committee will be appointed and a 
plan of organization drafted. 

The execution of this plan is to be left 
to two leaders appointed from each Assem- 
bly district in the State. By this means it 
is hoped that a State organization can be 
perfected in time for the holding of a con- 
vention as early as July for the purpose of 
nominating a full State ticket. 

Mr. taker also said that William 
Brookfield would go to Albany to-day to 
see Gov. Black, and discuss with him and 
other State leaders the features of the 
honest primaries bill which is now being 


drafted. 

“We are against Piatt,” said Mr. 
Whitaker, “‘ but whether or not we op- 
pose Gov. Black depends 1 ely on the 
character of the primaries bill which he 
permits to become a law. If he will aid in 
the formulation of a fair and honest prima- 
ries bill we shall stand by ‘him; if not, we 
shall o him.

To Arouse Country Republicans.

HANNA BRIBERY CHARGES. 


Ohio Senate Committee Unable to Per- 
suade Witnesses to Answer 
Its Questions, 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 19.—The investi- 
gation into the charges of bribery ‘at the re- 
cent election of United States Senator 
reached a crisis to-night. No matter what 
may. be the final result of the investigation, 
there will likely be several witnesses ar- 
rested for contempt. 

The Senate committee last night exam- 
ined Samuel Pentland, Frank P. Ross, W. F. 
e, and Shepherd M. Dunlap, who 
then asked to confer with their attorneys, 


and were excused till to-night for that pur- 
pose. When they appeared to-night they 
said their attorneys held that the Senate 
had no jurisdiction in the investigation of 
the alleged bribery of a member of the 
House, and had advised them not to answer 
any further questions before the committee. 
They all followed the advice of their attor- 
neys. 

When the committee found that the ad- 
vice of attorneys was being followed uni- 
formly by all witnesses called, the open 
session was closed and the committee went 
into executive session on plans for further 
procedure. 

The Senate Chamber was crowded while 
the committee in open session attempted 
from 7:30 to 9 P. M. to examine witnesses 
and the action of the witnesses. The wit- 
nesses did not decline to tell the names of 
pe counsel, and their replies showed that 
eminent lawyers had been engaged in the 
case. The members of the House Investi- 
gating Committee were present on invi- 
cation to-night, but none of them took any 
part. 

Senator Garfield closed each examinaticn 
by asking: ‘“Do.you decline to answer 
questions because your attorneys say this 
committee has no jurisdiction in this case, 
and has so advised you?”’ 

The reply was in the affirmative, and the 
witness was excused. 

Each witness was told that he was held 
under service by the committee and should 
report to-morrow night at 7:30 or sooner if 
called for. As the committee will make a 
= report to the Senate to-morrow a 
ively time is expected. The committee will 
ask the Senate to punish the witnesses for 
contempt and to give the investigators full 
authority. 


FAMILY BOUND AND GAGGED. 


Daring Outrage Near Beaver Dam, 
Ohio, by Five Masked Men, Who 
Looted a House and Escaped. 


LIMA, O., Jan. 19.—Five masked men 
entered the residence of Mrs. Anna Gratz, 
two miles east of Beaver Dam, this county, 
early this morning, and at the point of a 


revolver bound and gagged Mrs. Gratz, a 
daughter, three sons, aged from ten to 
eighteen yones, and twe farm hands, John 
Hauenstein and Adolph Follett. 

Leaving one of their number to ard 
their victims, the remaining four robbers 
looted the house, securing about $50 in 
money, two gold watches, and some jewelry, 
after which they repaired to the kitchen 
and cooked themselves a breakfast and de- 
parted, leaving the family still bound.

It was ascertained that the robbers had 
stolen a handcar on the Lake Erie and 
Western Road.

THE SYNCHRONOGRAPH TESTED. 


Way to 


A Report of Experiments on Long 
British Telegraph Lines. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 19.—At the an- 
nual meeting of the Franklin Institute, held 
in this city this evening, a paper on “ Tests 


of the Synchronograph on the Telegraph 
Lines of the British Government,’ was 
read. The paper was a report to the Post- 
master General. It was made by Albert C. 
Crehore, Assistant Professor of Physics at 
Dartmouth College, and Lieut, George O. 
Squier, U. S. A. 

An explanation of the synchronograph, 
“a new method of rapidly transmitting in- 
telligence by the alternating current,’ had 
been previously made public, but to-night’s 
report described an experiment with the 
system, a test on long telegraph lines of 
different distributed capacities, which took 
place last August. This test was made pos- 
sible on British Government tel ph lines, 
through the courtesy of W. H. eece, En- 
gineer in Chief of the British Postal System. 

It was found that the Wheatstone re- 
ceiver could be operated about three times 
as fast by the synchronograph as by the 
regular Wheatstone transmitter, on any 
line, provided the mechanical limit of the 
receiver were not already reached. The 
longest line tested was 1,097 miles, from 
London to Aberdeen, via York and Edin- 
burgh and return to Glasgow and Leeds, 

The synchronograph and Wheatstone re- 
ceiver sent over this line 540 words a min- 
ute, the voltage being 215, the coils in 
parallel, With the chemica receiver sub- 
stituted for the Wheatstone 723 words (the 
limit at which it was safe to run the al- 
ternator) were obtained. Under similar con- 
ditions, except with a voltage of only 100, 
by the Wheatstone receiver and transmitter 
185 words a minute were sent. 

One of the reasons for going to England 
for the eae was to learn the Brit- 
ish method of conducting the telegraph and 
telephone business by Government, in con- 
junction with the general postal service. 
The annual revenue from the tal serv- 
ice there increased from $26,000,000 in 1872 
to $39,500,000 in 1896. The percentage of 
profit was 45.6 per cent, The telegraph 
business is conducted by the English Gov- 
ernment on the whole only to meet ex- 
penses. Ordinary telegrams cost a cent a 
word, including the address. 

It was argued to-night that this Govern- 
menitt would greatly benefit the people by 
having control of and operating the tele- 


graph, especially when such an important. 


increase in speed can be obtained by the 
use of the rynchronograph. -

Prof. E. R. Shaw’s Lecture Before 
the Froebel Society in 
Brooklyn. 


PRESENT METHODS WASTEFUL 


Complex Conditions of Modern Life 
Make Improvement Necessary—As- 
sociation of Ideas in the Acqui- 
sition and Retention of 
Knowledge. 


A lecture was delivered last evening be- 
fore the Froebel Society, Brooklyn, by 
Prof, Edward R. Shaw, Dean of the School 
of Pedagogy of New York University on 
*““Mental Economy in Teaching and Learn- 
ing.”” Prof. Shaw said in part: 

“There can be no mental economy in 
leatniig on the part of the pupil unless 
there is provision to this end by the teacher 
and those who direct the teacher’s , work. 
Never in the history of teaching was there 
so urgent need for this provision as at the 
present time, as many subjects of study 
must now be pursued by school children. 
For a generation additions to school studies 
have gone forward. 

‘“‘Some of the additions have been due to 


the advocacy of specialists, some to the de- 
mands of men whose: predilections were of 
practical turn. In reality, however, the ad- 
ditions are due to the fact that the more 
complex state of scciety demands a more 
varied prepargtion, and it is an age im- 
ulse, an age-spirit expressing itself crude- 
y, blindly, but nevertheless emphatically, 
that has forced additions to course of study. 

“Teachers have constantly complained at 

each new addition. Many complain that the 
number of subjects is too great for the time 
allowed for their teaching and the strength 
and powers which the pupils can put forth, 
and those teachers accordingly feel that we 
ought to go back to a simpler programme 
of studies. Many studies in the programme 
and so little time—that condition is the 
a with which they are now strug- 
gling. 
S ‘There is one thing we may just as well 
make up our minds to; "that is, to face the 
conditions which now confront us; for we 
arenot going back to any simpler programme 
of studies. It is idle to ho for this. So- 
ciety, in all fts phases, is ming, as we 
well iknow, more and more complex. 

“ What, then, is needed to fit the coming 
generation for all these changes? Is it not 
evident that the youth must have a many- 
sided training in order to fit him for the 
constantly increasing complexity of envi- 
ronment into which he is born 

“It has long been recognized that schools 
exist to give the rising generation in the 
prief interval of youth the past experience 
of the race, to fit them fully for their en- 
vironment, and also to equip them so that 
they may aid in carrying further the per- 
fection of the social and economic life. I 
do not lose sight of the fact that teachers 
are overburdened as a rule, at the present 


time. 

“Much of the burden falling upon them, 
however, is due to imperfect organization, 
and a lack of knowledge of the correlation 
of means and ends on the part of those who 
direct the rank and file of teachers, and 
also to their own inadequate knowledge of 
their , oe of the principles of educa- 
tion, ental economy, then, in teaching 
and learning becomes a most pertinent and 
important question, A closer interrelation 
of all the subjects of study is possible, and 
a close correlation of subjects now separ- 
ately taught, a subordination of the formal 
aspects of studies to the more important 
content involved, would secure to pupils 
economy in learning and to teachers econ- 
omy of labor in teaching. 

**T pass now to vonsider what the teacher 
may more directly do to secure this mental 
econo in learning. The fundamental prop- 
osition toward this end is that of using the 
self-activity of the pupil in the largest and 
fullest measure instead of the employment 
of didactic methods. The idea of allowing 
the self-activity of the pupil its largest 
scope, of evoking it in its fullest measure, 
has been urged by ail writers upon educa- 
tion throughout this eae roel and yet if our 
methods are any exponent, they revealed 
the fact that we have not yet perceived the 
full truth of this fundamental principle of 
education. ° 


Recollection by Association. 


“By means of correlation we seek to 
make all associations stronger. The princi- 
ple of psychology here involved is secure 
to the pupil as many associations in refer- 


ence to any object of thought as may be 
made to cluster about it naturally. Mental 
economy in learning is secured when we so 
surround or condition the pupil that asso- 
ciations and the perception of relations are 
easy for him. We depend, in the use of our 
knowledge, quite as much upon recollecting 
as we do upon remembering. Recollections 
depend upon associations resulting from 
perception of relations. 

“We must also bear in mind that all 
minds do not associate things in the same 
way. There is a great diversity in this 
particular; an idea, an image of a relation 
which would form the ns link for 
one mind would be of less value for a sim- 
ilar purpose to another mind. It is by 
means of correlation that larger opportun- 
ity is afforded for each mind to make those 
associations which are natural to its own 
constitution and upon which it handles its 
past experience. 

“In order to evoke the self-activty of the 

upil in the fullest degree we must bring 
Pim face to face with an actual espns, 
we must present the knowledge he is to 
acquire in such a form as to furnish him an 
experience with that knowledge at first 
hand without any remove or go-between 
whatever. We fail lamentably in doing this 
and this failure causes expenditure of 
mental effort, and an amount of- mental 
friction commensurate with the results 
achieved. 

“Do not for a moment suppose that I 
would ‘advocate making the pupil’s path- 
way so smooth that work on his part would 
be unnecessary. He should work at full 
tension of his powers, It is the waste of 
effort that I arraign, the expenditure of 
so much labor to secure such a paucity of 
results. 

“The actual performance of any process 
by a pupil helps greatly his power to ap- 
prehend and to comprehend. The child needs 
to be given the reality itself to deal with 
rather than symbols, expressions, descrip- 
tions, and explanations at second or third 
hand. It seems to be a habit; indeed, I 
might almost say a propensity on the part 
of our profession to take the indirect in- 
stead of the direct way. We do not seem 
to realize that actual experience with the 
thing at first hand affords the easiest and 
quickest way of learning. 


Too Much Belief in Memory. 


“Our didactic methods employ but to a 
limited extent the self-activity of the pupil. 
These methods imply too much of a belief 


in memory. All study which is a direct ap- 
peal to memory is unsound. What we wish 
the student to remember must find its lodg- 
ment in his mind, because there has been 
an appeal to all its powers. The knowl- 
edge must work itself into the very texture 
of his mind through the active use of all 
his powers in employing that which he will 
be called upon to remember. 

‘“‘Further, the self-activity of the pupil 
cannot be employed in the fullest degree 
unless the will is given full opportunity to 
act. At this very point most of our meth- 
ods break down. Will enters into apper- 
ception as a power to .focus one’s past 
knowledge on present proble and will, as 
an appereeiving activity, can developed 
only directly along each line of thought. 

*"How then shall the teacher condition 
the pupil so that there shall be this use of 
the will? Her methods must be of such a 
character as to allow the pupil to acquire 
knowledge by tnat combination of his pow- 
ers, and by that marshalling of his ideas 
which are individual and peculiar to him. 
The highest mental economy in learning will 
be secured when we make opportunity for 
thi», jndiyiduel approach on the part of each 
pupil. 

“In such cases there is a concentration of 
attention given spontaneously and natu- 
rally and adjusting itself to the matter in 


hand. There is no exterior compulsion, no | 


urging, no clash, The will works freely in 
co-ordination with all the mental powers 
and emotions which the ereneen the exer- 
cise of the experiment, calls forth. 

“So also of memory; there is no separ- 
ate appeal to it; it results from the cor- 
relating functioning of all the powers of the 
mind involved. By this method also judg- 
ment is appealed to and exercised in mani- 
fold ways. The pupil’s knowledge with this 
procedure is clear and exact always at 
con.mand, 

“Moreover, he unifies and relates all his 
knowledge because of its definite associa- 
tion. He has brough. into his mind nothing 
not understood by him, nothing that he can- 
not at once put to use, nothing that does 
not join itself closely to the various series 
of ideas his mind has already constructed. 
It is the method of true self-development. 

“Tt @emands of the teacher close study of 
the culture material in order to put it be- 
fore the pupil in small parts, to the end

quired» to express himself he has definite’ 
and well-related ideas to express.” :

REVISION OF TAXATION. LAWS 


Senator Stranahan’s Measure for the 
Appointment of a Commission to 
Collect Data and Suggest 
Changes Presented. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—Senator Ellsworth, 
temporary President, again presided at this 
morning’s session of the Senate, which, as 
usual, was brief. 

A large number of bills were introduced, 
and the Senate’s Finance Committee report- 
ed the bill increasing the number of print- 
ed bills from 540 to 1,140, after which the 
recess nominations sent to the Senate were 





» taken up and confirmed. 


At 11:30 o’clock the Senate adjourned un- 
til 11 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

Little time was lost in getting to work in 
the Assembly. Speaker O’Grady called the 
House to order promptly at 11 o’clock, and 
the usual routine business and reading of 
bills was expeditiously disposed of. 

Several bills were reported out of Cities 
Committee and advanced to third reading. 
Among them were Mr. Donnelly’s bill re- 
lating to the rotation of Justices in New 
York and a number of measures of Mr. 
Hill’s concerning the issuance of bonds for 
various purposes by the City of Buffalo. 

One of the bills progressed entailed amend- 
ment in committee. Mr. Green, who made 
an extended speech upon the subject the 
first night of the session, seized the oppor- 
tunity to ask how the House was to know 
about the amendments made in committee. 

“I think the gentleman is as well in- 
formed as the Chair as to how he will find 
out about amendments made in commit- 
tee,” the Speaker answered. 

The Assembly adjourned until 11 o’clock 
to-morrow morning. 


BILLS OF LOCAL INTEREST. 





Proposal to Grant Full Power to the 
City to Build Bridges. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—Senator Guy in the 
Senate and Mr. Mitchell in the Assembly 
have introduced a bill authorizing New York 
City to bond itself in $200,000 for the im- 
provement of Mosholu Parkway between 
Bronx Park and Van Cortlandt Park, where 
it extends from Jerome’ Avenue to Bronx 


Park, including a bridge over the New York 
and Harlem Railroad and other necessary 
work for approaches. 

Senator Guy also introduced a bill extend- 
ing the powers of the Commissioners of 
Deeds of the municipalities constituting the 
greater city over the whole city. 

Other bills interesting New York City 
particularly were introduced by: 

Senator Grady—To authorize the City of 
New York to construct such bridges across 
the East River as the city authorities may 
decide without a special act of the Legis- 
lature. The city, through the Commissioner 
of the Land Office and the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, is authorized to acquire 
such land and other property as may be 
necessary. 

Senator Coffey—Extending all licenses 
heretofore issued for theatres in the late 
City of Brooklyn which will expire during 
the month of April, 1898, until May 1, 1898. 

Mr. Glazer—Providing that no corporation 
constructing and operating any street sur- 
face railroad within the limits of the City 
of New York shall charge any passenger 
more than 5 cents for one continuous ride 
from any point on its road, or any road, 
line, Or branch operated by it, or under its 
control, to any other point thereof or any 
connecting branch. 

Mr. Finn—To amend the police pension 
fund law of the City of New York by provid- 
ing that each rgundsman relieved from 
service and placed on the pension fund roll 
shall be paid $750 per annum, and each pa- 
trolman $700 per annum. 

Mr. Tiffany—Prohibiting the bullding of 
railways of any kind upon East Eighteenth 
Street, Borough of Brooklyn, between Ca- 
ton and Foster Avenues. 

Mr. Wallace—Fixing the fees of the Coun- 
ty Treasurer of Queens at 35 cents for the 
sale and advertisement of lofs in the towns 
of pean, North Hempstead, and Oys- 
ter Bay. -: 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 








Bills of General Interest Introduced 
in Senate and Assembly. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—In accordance with 
the suggestions contained in Gov. Black’s 
message to the Legislature, Senator Stran- 
ahan to-day introduced a bill providing for 
the appointment of a commission to revise 
the taxation laws. The bill provides that 
the Governor shal] appoint, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, a com- 


mission of five persons, residents and inhab- 
itants of the State of New York, to collate 
and report facts concerning the taxation of 
property, together with a summary of con- 
clusions to be drawn therefrom, and to sug- 
gest such changes as they deem advisable in 
the statutes of the State relating thereto. 
The committee must present their final re- 
port to the Legislature on or before Jan. 
15 next. 

Among other bills introduced were the fol- 
lowing: 

Senator Guy—Providing for an amendment 
to the Constitution that the Governor may 
make additional designations of Justices to 
sit on the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court on the certificate of the Pre- 
siding Justice that additional Justices are 
needed for the speedy disposition of busi- 
ness. 

Senator Raines—Amending the railroad 
law to provide that while a certificate of 
public convenience and necessity has been 
granted by the Railroad Commissioners, 
and the railroad company shall fail to be- 
gin the construction within two years, the 
Railroad Commissioners may revoke the 
certificate, 

Senator Ahearn—Amending the insurance 
law to provide that no corporation trans- 
acting a credit guarantee business in the 
State shall advertise any assets or capital- 
ization which are not held at the sole and 
exclusive risk of such business. 

Senator Foley—The excise law amend- 
ments proposed by the Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation of New York, which Mr. Tekulsky 
yesterday submitted to the Governor. 

Senator Grady—Authorizing the Armory 
Board to make application to the court for 
the appointment of a commission of three 
residents of New York to make a just and 
equitable estimate of the damage to the 
owner of the property selected as a site, and 
to acquire the property in the usual man- 
ner. 

Senator Sullivan—Requiring private bank- 
ers in any city of the first class to file bonds 
for the security of depositors. 

Mr. Mahar—Providing that after the pas- 
sage of the act all life insurance policies 
issued by any company or association, upon 
which premiums have been paid for three 
years, shall not be forfeited by reason of 
non-payment of premium after three years. 
The insured must be credited with a paid- 
up policy up to the time the insured ceased 
to pay for the amount already provided for 
by the regular life insurance companies 
upon a basis fixed by the Superintendent of 
the Insurance Department of the State. No 
life insurance company or association will 
be permitted to do business in this State 
that violates this provision.

FOR ANOTHER COUNCIL DISTRICT. 





Three New Members Will Be Required 
if Mr. Reddington’s Bill Passes. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—Assemblyman Red- 
dington of the Thirty-fourth New York Dis- 
trict is preparing a bill for the amendment 
of the New York City charter, which will 
provide for an additional Council District 


of the Municipal Assembly. The charter 
fixes the number at ten, and the purpose 
of the bill is to change the designation of 
boundary of the Fourth and Fifth Districts, 
which include now the Thirty-fourth and 
Thirty-fifth Assembly Districts. 

The objection to the present boundary lies 
in the fact that the Thirty-fourth Assembly 
District is divided into two Municipal As- 
sembly Districts, and that the Fifth Munici- 
pal Assembly District is in the Boroughs 
of both Manhattan and the Bronx, and this 
Mr. Reddington considers inadvisable. The 
bill will compel the changing of the other 
numbers of districts after number five. 

It will be submitted to leaders in New 
York City this week, and it is possible that 
instead of increasing the number of dis- 
tricts it may be made to change the bound- 
aries of the Fourth and Fifth Districts so 
as to obviate the supposed difficulty. If a 
new district is created it will necessitate 
the election of three new members. 


REPEAL OF SPECIAL JURORS ACT. 





Senator Brush’s Bill Opposed by ex-< 
Assemblyman Austin. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—The Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate to-day gave a hearing 
on Senator Brush’s bill for the repeal of the 
Special Jurors act passed two years ago 
for New York and Kings County. The bill 
provides for a special jury of 3,000 persons 


for the trial of important cases, its purpose 
being to eliminate from the jury list persons 
certain to be rejected on trial. 

Senator Brush asked that the bill be re- 
pealed for the reason that it has been in ef- 
fect for two years, a considerable expense 
had@ been incurred in‘securing the jury, and 
no trial had ever been had at which a jury 
was selected from this special list. 

Ex-Assemblyman George C. Austin of New 
York happened to be present and opposed 
the repeal of the bill upon the ground that 
it had not yet had a fair trial. He said 
it had taken two years to secure the’ jury 
and it was only a short time ago that the 
box was filled. There were now several 
persons confined in the Tombs awaiting 
trial and the District Attorney had assured 
him that he proposed to draw a jury from 
the special list at the first opportunity. It 
was unfair to repeal this law before it 
should have a trial, and the Legislature 
could afford at least to wait a month or 
six weeks for such a trial. 

The committee took no action, but a 
decided sentiment was manifest to permit a 
fair trial of the law, as Mr. Austin re- 
quested. 

The committee fixed for Wednesday of 
next week the hearing on Senator Cantor’s 
Anti-Trust bill, and for Feb. 2 on Senator 
Guy’s bill restricting fraudulent advertising. 


STATE BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Pian for Constitutional Changes to 
Believe the Appeal Court Sub- 
mitted at a Meeting. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—At the meeting of the 
State Bar Association to-day the Committee 
on Law Reform submitted an important re- 
port asking for constitutional changes that 
will relieve the Court of Appeals. They say: 

“At the meeting of the Constitutional 
Convention in 1894 the court was engaged 
upon a calendar of 669 causes, made up for 
the October term, 1893, which was not com- 
pleted until January, 1895. At the latter 
date a new calendar was made up contain- 
ing 852 causes, and in 1897 a new calendar 
containing 966 causes, with 58 undisposed 
of, upon the calendar made in 1895, making 
a calendar of 1,024 causes at the beginning 
of 1897. During 1897 448 appeals were heard, 
but a very considerable number were ap- 
peals from orders not upon the regular cal- 
endar, and also criminal cases added to the 
calendar from time to time, so that the 
highest number reached upon the present 
calendar is 265. 

‘As the preferred calendar contains 266 
causes, the court begins the present year 
upon the general calendar of Jan. 1, 1897, 
having spent all of 1897 upon the preferred 
calendar and causes remaining undisposed 
of upon the calendar made in 1895. 

“It appears that there are remaining on 
the present calendar and undisposed of 678 
cases, and that the total number pending 
in the court Jan. 10, 1898, is 997. It will be 
noted that the number of returns filed in 
1897 is smaller than previous years. During 
the past year 448 causes have been disposed 
of by the court and 997 remain undisposed 
of. The court is two years behind its work, 
since it can only, at the rate of the present 
year, dispose of 996 causes in two years. 
That is the accumulation of business up to 
the present time. 

“The practical remedy, therefore, seems 
to be the appointment by the Governor of 
seven members of the bar and bench, who 
shall constitute a court to take charge of 
the arrears of business, upon substantially 
the same basis as the Commission of Ap- 
peals which was appointed to take the ar- 
rears of the old court in 1870 at the time 
the present Court of Appeals came into ex- 
istence. 

‘*“No reason can be given why men se- 
lected from the bar throughout the State 
should not be able to perform the work 
with the same degree of ability and dis- 
patch as those who might be selected from 
the Justices of the Supreme Court. The 
Justices of the Supreme Court have, as a 
rule, had no experience in sitting in review 
as an appellate tribunal, and in that re- 
spect would have no advantage over mem- 
bers of the bar, and such a course would 





avoid the disorganization of the Supreme 
Court, already suggested, and leave mat- 
ters, so far as that court was concerned, 


very much if not entirely as at present con- 
stituted. 

“This tribunal should have substantially 
the powers and duties of the former second

Bill Providing for an Investigation 
by Citizens to be Reported 
to the Assembly. 





DEMOCRATS WANT A COUNSEL 


Amendment Aiming at the Appear- 
ance of ex-Senator Hill to be Of- 
fered—Views of Leader Donnel- 
ly and Senator Cantor. 








ALBANY, Jan. 19.—The Ways and Means 
Committee of the Assembly met at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, and after an hour’s discus- 
sion adopted a bill which they will report 
to the Assembly as a solution of the canal 
expenditure. The bill reads: 

Section 1. The Governor, within twenty 
days after this chapter takes effect, shall 
appoint not less than seven citizens of the 
State to constitute a Canal Investigation 
Commission, 

2. Such Commissioners shall, within 
ten days after their appointment, meet at 
a place within the State to be determined 
by a majority of them, and elect from their 
rumber a Chairman and a Secretary. Such 
Commissioners shall serve without pay, but 
shall be entitled to receive the actual and 
necessary expenses incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty, to be paid by 


the Treasurer upon the audit and warrant 
of the Controller. 

3. The Commissioners shall examine and 
report concerning: 

First—The work already done in con- 
nection with the deepening of the Erie, 
Champlain, and Oswego Canals, pursuant to 
the provisions of Chapter 79 of the Laws 
of 1895. 

Second—The contracts made for such im- 
provement, and whether such contracts 
were properly made. 

Third—The amount of money actually ex- 
pended, and whether such expenditures 
were proper. 

Fourth—The proportion of the improve- 
ment included in contracts already made. 

Fifth—The portions of either canal not in- 
cluded in any contract. 

Sixth—The amount which will be required 
to complete the improvement of such canals 
in accordance with the plans and specifica- 
tions of the Superintendent of Public 
Works or the State Engineer and Surveyor. 

Seventh—Such other matters as are, in 
the judgment of the Commissioners, of pub- 
lic interest in connection with the proposed 
improvement. 

4. The Commissioners shall proceed with 
such examination with all convenient speed, 
and report the results thereof, in writing, 
with their opinion, to the Governor on or 
before the ist day of June, 1898. The Gov- 
ernor shall transmit such report to the Leg- 
islature at the opening of the next session. 
The Governor, upon application of the com- 
mission, may extend the time for making its 
eoport, but not beyond the Ist day of July, 

308, 

5. The commission may take testimony in 
relation to any matter which it is hereby 
required to investigate, and may require 
the attendance of witnesses in this State 
whom it may wish to examine. For the 
purpose of such investigation and exam- 
ination the commission possesses all the 
powers conferred upon a committee of the 
Legislature by the legislative law or upon 
a committee under the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure. The commission may employ coun- 
sel, engineers, and such other assistants as 
may be deemed necessary. 

6. The sum of $10,000, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropri- 
ated for the purposes of this act out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately. 

The committeedivided on party lines when 
it came to an argument on the bill, the Re- 
publican members all voting for it and the 
Democrats against it. Leader Donnelly 
made a brief speech in opposition. 

Mr. Donnelly, the Democratic leader, said 
that the Democrats would fight the bill 
on the floor of the House. ‘“ Of course,” he 
said, ‘‘ we cannot let such a reflection on 
the personnel of the Legislature and such an 
interference with its prerogatives go through 
without a protest. We shall contend for an 
investigation by the Legislature itself.” It 
is understood to-night that when the bill 
is reported to the Assembly two amend- 
ments will be offered from the Democratic 
side, one to have the appointments to places 
on the commission made by and with the 
consent of the Senate and the other provid- 
ing that the minority shall have the right 
to be represented before the commission by 
counsel. George Palmer of Schoharie will 
offer these amendments, and there are those 
who see in this fact the haadiwork of David 
B. Hill. It is pointed out that, as counsel 
for the Democrats before the commission 
of investigation, Mr. Hill would have an 
ideal opportunity to hew out material for 
the next campaign, and the possibility of 
his figuring in that capacity is hinted at 
in many quarters, : 

The Senate Finance Committee will act 
on the canal resolutions to-morrow, adopt- 
ing the Governor's bill as reported by the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

Senator Cantor, who will lead the Demo- 
crats in their fight against the Black in- 
vestigation plan, does not agree with Mr. 
Donnelly in the grounds of his opposition 
thereto. He said to-night: 

“T am in favor of an outside commission, 
but the names should be inserted in the 
proposed bill, or, if the Governor is to have 
the naming of the commission, then the 
Senate should pass upon the names. What 
we want is to have the whole State con- 
sider the names before they. are appointed.”’ 

The project of turning the canals over to 
the Federal Government is being discussed 
by many members of the Legislature, but 
the prospect of any action being taken on 
that line is dim. 





SOLDIERS’ HOME OVERCROWDED. 


Necessity, for an Immediate Appro- 


Urged Upon Gov. Black, 

Jan. 19.—Early this morning 
received a delegation of the 
Trustees of the Soldiers’ Home of Bath. 
They called to draw his attention to the 
urgent necessity for immediate appropria- 
tions for carrying on the work of the home. 

Col. Horatio. King of Brooklyn, who 
headed the delegation, told the Governor 
that the capacity of the home was 1,200, 
while 1,422 veterans were at present crowd- 
ed in the buildings. The cellars even were 
utilized, including the cellar of the hospital, 
where sick old soldiers are now lying. Beds 
are kept within eighteen inches of one an- 
other in the barracks to utilize all possible 
space, The better class of old soldiers are 
now applying for relief, and for ten years 
to come the applications will increase in 
number. : 

Ool. King declared the situation so bad 
as to demand special legislation immediate- 
ly. The home, he said, could not wait 
until June for an appropriation. If the 
money to be asked is given now no further 
special appropriations will be necessary. 
What is wanted is $108,000 to cover the 
following needs: For a new barrack for 250 
men, ,000; additional hospital accommo- 
dations, $20,000; building for a library and 
reading room, $30,000; repains, $15,000, and 
for a cold storage system $9,000. 

The Governor told the board he would 
take the matter under consideration.

LUETGERT TRIAL STORMED. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—Anxiety to hear the 
proceedings in the trial of Adolph L. Luet- 
gert for the murder of his wife resulted in 
a free fight in and around Judge Gary’s 


courtroom to-day, in which the two bailiffs 
standing guard at the door were badly 
meuted, and several spectators vigorously 
clubbed, 

A crowd of four or five hundred persons, 
including many women, had gathered out- 
side of the courtroom when suddenly a 
rush was started for the doors, and though 
the guards resisted vigorously, they were 
swept aside, and the crowd poured into 
the room, causing considerable excitement. 

A detachment .of police was sent on the 
double quick to the court, and, after a 
hard fight, succeeded in clearing the room, 
and driving the crowd out into the street. 
The rush, it is said, was caused by a rumor 
that Luetgert was to go on the stand this 
afternoon.

A bronze tablet to the memory of the Rev.

The Quigg Bill Presented in the 
Senate and Referred to 
Committee. 














INDEPENDENTS IN CONFERENCE 





Messrs. Pavey, Weekes, Laimbeer, and 
Seligsberg May Draw Up a Meas- 
ure from All the Propo- 
sals Submitted. 





ALBANY, Jan. 19.—The Quigg Primary 
Election bill, the provisions of which have 
already been outlined in these dispatches, 
was introduced in the Senate by Mr. Ford 
this morning, and referred to the Committee 
on Judiciary. This committee also has be- 
fore it the Brush and Pavey bills on the 
same subject. 

Senator Lexow, Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, said to-day that the committee 
would not take up the primary matter be- 
fore next Tuesday. At that time a sub- 
committee will be appointed to co-operate 
with another from the House Judiciary 
Committee in the preparation of the 
measure which will be presented with the 
stamp of the “ organization ’’ on it, affixed 
there by Gov. Black himself. 

The independents have been assured by 
the Governor that any primary measure 
they may agree upon will receive most fa- 
vorable consideration and stand an excel- 
lent chance of being accepted as the party 
measure, if at all satisfactory. With a 
view to devising a measure which will em- 
body their ideas, Senator Pavey and Messrs. 
Weekes, Laimbeer, and Seligsberg have 
been in consultation over the various pro- 
posals now before the Legislature. They 
will further talk over these and the Ford 
bill together, and probably make up a bill 
from them all or draw an entirely new 
measure, which will be submitted to Gov. 
Black, as the embodiment of the independ- 
ent idea, 

Mr. Weekes was asked to-day to what ex- 
tent his co-operation with Gov. Black on 
the primary question would affect his re- 
lations with the organization. 

“I think,” he replied, ‘‘ that if a fair pri- 
mary law is passed, one which will insure 
to every Republican the right to participate 
in the organization of the rty and to 
have his vote counted, it will be the duty 
of every Republican to go into the pri- 
maries and abide the result. The majority 
must rule, and if, under an honest primary 
system, a man remains away from the polls, 
it is his own fault.” 

Mr. Laimbeer said that he thought an 
honest primary law would go far toward 
harmonizing the party, but that no law 
could have that effect unless administered 
by the right sort of men. 

“There are certain men in power in the 
party in New York now,” he said, “‘ under 
whose direction any law we might enact 
would be made ineffective. The Committee 
of Fifty-three has gone too far to think of 
receding from its position, whether or not a 
primary law is passed. If one is passed, our 
organization will be perfected under it, 
and if the gentlemen now affiliating with the 
‘regular’ organization will throw overboard 
the men who have been wreck.ng the party 
and come in with us all will be well and 
good. We have no idea of putting ourselves 
in the hands of Mr. Quigg or his associates, 
no matter how fair a primary law may be 
enacted.” 


GOV. BLACK ON PRIMARY BILLS. 


Those Presented Much Too Wordy—A 
Clear, Concise Amendment All 
That Is Required. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 19.—Gov. Black for 
the first ‘time this afternoon gave his views 
upon how a primary law should be pre- 
pared and adopted. He said: 

“IT have before me the bill of Senator 
Pavey, which I have not yet examined; 
the bill of Senator Brush, which I have 
read through quite carefully, and the bill 
of Senator Ford, the so-called organization 
bill, which was handed to me this noon. 

*“*T don’t know that I have any absolute- 
ly decided views upon the accurate terms in 
which the bill should be drawn, but I am 
firmly of the belief that an effective and 
satisfactory primary law can be prepared 
for this State which will cover not more 
than three or four pages. In this respect 
it is possible that the Pavey bill, although 
I have not read it, but which is six pages 
long, will meet my approval much more 
readily than the others introduced, whicb 
are from twenty ‘to twenty-nine pages long. 

‘“*IT don’t see what earthly sense there is 
in a primary law infringing upon the pres- 
ent election law of the State, nor do I see 
why a primary law should be as lengthy 
and as intricate as the general election 
laws. What we want is a clear, decided 
amendment, contained in as few words as 
possible, purifying and at the same time 
simplifying primary elections. It seems to 
me that good lawyers in this State might 





draw such a bill, and if none comes to me ; 


I shall call upon the Statutory Revision 
Commission to prepare one. 

‘“‘T appreciate that it requires a great deal 
of time and thoroughly conscientious work 
to prepare a brief but generally commenda- 
ble measure, but I shall try to find that 


time. 
**Now as to my partisan views in the 
matter. I want to say that I don’t believe 


that any bill can be too stringent or too 
wise to satisfy the Republican Party as a 
whole, and I do not anticipate that any 
bill that thoroughly reaches the root of this 
matter will find opposition from the party 
in the Legislature.”’ 





THE NATIONAL CONFERENCE, 





John C. Calhoun Will Preside at the 
First Session This Morning. 


The National Conference on Primary 
Election Reform will be held in the rooms 
of the Board of Trade and Transportation, 
203 Broadway, at 10:30 this morning. It 
will be called to order by John E. Milhol- 
land, as Chairman of the Committee on Ar- 
rangements. 

Mr. Milholland said yesterday that in his 
introductory speech he would review briefly 
the progress of reform in laws regulating 
primary elections and the present status of 


the primary throughout the country. Other 
speakers will discuss different aspects of 
the question. 

So far as now arranged, the programme 
provides for four sessions, each to be pre- 
sided over by some representative man from 
one of the distinctive sections of the coun- 
try. There will be Southern, Northern, 
Western, and Eastern sessions. The first 
session, this morning, will be the Southern, 
and John C. Calhoun, grandson of the Vice 
President and “ Nullifier,’’ will preside. His 
speech will treat of primary reform in the 
South, but especially of the South’s inter- 
est in such reform. Other speakers of the 
first session will be Mayor Flower of New 
Orleans and William F. Pollock, a promi- 
nent business man of the same city. Will- 
iam H. Hotchkiss of Buffalo will also read 
a@ paper on primaries. 

It is expected that Josiah Quincy, Mayor 
of Boston, will preside over the Northern 
Chauncey M. Depew over the Eastern, and 
Secretary Lyman J. Gage, Melville E. Stone 
of Chicago, or James D. Phelan, Mayor of 
San Francisco, over the Western session. 
It is expected that both ex-Mayor Strong 
and ex-Mayor Hewitt will make short talks 
at the meeting to-day. 





Candidates Not Indicted, 


The Grand Jury yesterday dismissed 
charges of disdemeanor against eighteen 
candidates for offices in the last campaign 
who were all to have neglected to file 
certificates of their expenses with the Coun- 
ty Clerk. The Grand Jury was_ satisfied 
with all the excuses given. Gen. James R. 
O’Beirne, who was a candidate for Regis- 
ter, said he had had no expenses, and that 
he was ill after the election, 














THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Contracts Were Awarded: for Two 
Schools at a Combined Cost of 
$490,375—Biennial Census. 


There was a full attendance upon the 
meeting of the Board of Education yester- 
day afternoon, at which much routine busi- 
ness was. transacted, The budgets from 
Queens and Richmond Boroughs were re- 
ceived and placed on file. 

A communication was received from 
Charles R. Skinner, State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, relative to the bi- 
ennial school census of New York City, in 
which the Superintendent certifies that this 
census for 1897 had been made satisfactorily 


to him, at a cost of $38,490.89, of which sum 
about $25,000 remains unpaid. The state- 
ment was made that from this certificate 
it appe.rs this census cost about 10 cents 
per capita, whereas in New Jersey, with its 
more widely scattered population, the cost 
of the school census is limited by law to 
5 cents Pond capita, The subject was referred 
to the Corporation Counsel for an opinion as 
to the finality of the State Superintendent’s 
certificate. Commissioner Little stated that 
the board had received no official informa- 
tion of the results of this census, but if the 
press reports were correct it would appear 
that there are more school houses here than 
can be used, whereas the fact is that they 
are overcrowded. 

The Committee on By-Laws and Legisla- 
tion reported that an appeal had been taken 
to the Appellate Division from the order of 
Justice Joseph F. Daly issuing a peremp- 
tory mandamus upon the board to make 
a requisition on the Controller for $3,000 
to pay the fees of Thomas Allison, taxed 
some time ago by Justice Truax. 

A recommendation from the Committee on 
Instruction was adopted giving authority to 
the City Superintendent of Schools, with 
the approval of the committee, “ to permit 
the reorganization of classes of the fourth 
and fifth years in any school having a 
shorter course of instruction, - whenever 
necessary accommodations cannot be found 
in the neighborhood schools for pupils of 
such years,” _ 

Recommendations of the Board of Super- 
intendents for the appointment of a number 
of assistant teachers were adopted, and the 
following appointments were also made: 
Frederito Edelman, third assistant in Boys’ 
High School, to teach Spanish; Miss C. C. 
Vanderbilt, third assistant in Girls’ High 
School; teachers of instrumental music, 
Miss Nellie N, Dalton and Miss Libbie E. 
Colin; teacher of shop work, Augustus Lud- 


wig. 

Contracts were awarded as follows: To 
P. J. Walsh for erecting a new school build- 
ing, One Hundred and Fourth and One 
Hundred and Fifth Streets, between First 
and Second Avenues, at a cost of: $296,444, 
and to Jones & O’Connor for erecting new 
Public School No. 44, Hubert and Collister 
Streets, at a cost of $193,931.

MISSION WOMEN PROTEST. 


They Object to Praise of Oriental Re- 
ligions as Being Good Enough 
for the People. 


The speakers at the thirty-seventh anni- 
versary of the Woman’s Union Missionary 
Society yesterday made a protest against 
the idea which, they say, is being circu- 
lated by the East Indian Swamis, who have 
been giving drawing room lectures in this 
country, that the religion of India is not 
at all a bad religion, and quite good enough 
for the people. 

The society held an all-day session at the 
Bible House, with devotional exercises in 
the morning, a luncheon—an annual feat- 


ure furnished every year by a generous 
member—and in the afternoon listened to 
reports and addresses by its own workers 
in foreign missionary fields, and Mrs. John 
Mott, whose husband is at the head of the 
student volunteer work in New York. 

** When the religion of India countenances 
the child marriage, the evil it brings, and 
the other evil practices of the country, it 
cannot be a good religion for the people,’”’ 
said Miss Grace R. Ward of India, the 
first speaker. ‘‘In my work in the Zananas 
there was one woman with whom I used 
to read the Bible, and whose little girl 
T taught to read, who said to me one day, 
‘Oh, my heart is so sad, for I hear al- 
ways the cries of the child.’ 

*“* What child?” I asked her, and then 
she told me of a child wife who lived 
across the street from her, and whose 
pitiful cries she could hear at all times. 
This child, a little girl probaly about 
ten or eleven years old, had been mar- 
ried by a man of fifty, who haa brought 
her home to live with him and his little 
boy of five years old. She was a frail, 
delicate little girl. Rumors that she was 
ill treated reached her parents in another 
town, and an old aunt was sent to her. 
She found the child in such a bad condi- 
tion that she picked her up in her arms, and 
carried her home to her parents. How 
long she could stay with them I don’t 
know, but probably not more than two or 
three months, for they would be too much 
afraid of their son-in-law to keep her long- 
er.” 

Mrs, Mott has recently made a tour of 
the missionary stations of the world with 
her husband. She spoke of the evils of 
the Oriental religions, and the unfortunate 
status of women under them, and the wrong 
idea given of the religion of India by trav- 
eling Swamis.

Annual Meeting of the Congregation— 
No Pastor Called, 


The annual meeting of the congregation 
of the Broadway Tabernacle, Thirty-fourth 
Street and Broadway, was held last night, 
but it was not settled as to who shall be 
the pastor of the church, A committee of 
five was appointed a year ago to fill the 
vacant position, but the committee has not 


been able to find a pastor. The Rev. F. B. 
Richards, assistant pastor of the church, 
presided at the meeting. The report was 
made by William H. Thompson, Chairman, 
who said that there had been a great many 
false rumors as to the doings of the com- 
mittee. 

‘“We had concluded,” said the speaker, 
“to call the Rev. Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus 
of Chicago, but his illness prevented his ac- 
cepting the pastorate. A number of names 
have been considered by the committee, but 
we have none to report now. 

“The Rev... Dr. Ravmond, President of 
Union College, has served us, and a great 
many of our members desired that he be 
made pastor. He was unable to accept the 
call, however, because of his duties at his 
college.”’ 

The report was accepted and the commit- 
tee was continued. The report of the Church 
Committee showed that in spite of the fact 
that the church has had no pastor the work 
had been continued with marked success. 
There are 697 members in the church, and 
the total benevolent contributions for the 
year werd $20,720.44.

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PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


Senator Morgan Says Mr. Cleve- 
land Was for Annexing Hawaii 
After Restoring the Queen. 








WOULD HAVE TAKEN CUBA ALSO 





He Continues His Speech for Annexa- 
tion and Predicts that the Islands 
Could Supply the Whole United 
States with Coffee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Senator Morgan 
continued his speech in advocacy of the 
ratification of the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty in the executive session of the Sen- 
ate to-day. He announced at the conclu- 
sion of to-day’s session that he probably 
would require one more day in which to 
complete his presentation of the subject. 

Senator Morgan dealt to-day with the 
questions of the agricultural and commer- 
cial possibilities of the islands, with the 
character of the present Government, and 
with the position of the residents of the 
island on the subject of annexation. He 
repeated his assertion that President Cleve- 
land was favorable to the acquisition of the 
islands and again expressed the opinion that 
it was his intention to have restored Queen 
Liliuokalani and to have negotiated with 
her a treaty of annexation. He believed 
that Mr. Cleveland would never have taken 
such positive position as he did take against 
the Dole Government and in opposition to 
annexation but for the antagonistic and 
misleading report ot Commissioner Blount. 


The Senator was interrupted at this point 
by two or three Senators who were opposed 
to the treaty who wanted to know if it was 
not true that Mr. Cleveland had withdrawn 
the treaty for annexation made by the 
Harrison Administration. He admitted that 
this was the case, saying that it was a 
matter of record, but he still contended 
that under conditions entirely to his liking 
Mr. Cleveland would thave supported an- 
nexation, Mr. Morgan had been convinced 
from private interviews with the ex-Presi- 
dent that he not only believed in the wis- 
dom of annexing Hawaii, but that he also 
would have recommended the annexation 
of Cuba under right conditions. 

Mr. Morgan took up the criticisms upon 
the present government of Hawaii, de- 
fending it in strong terms, and eulogizing 
Mr. Dole as one of the most competent 
rulers of the time. He said that the people 
naturally sought a close alliance with the 
United States because they had always had 
the friendship and support of the people 
of this country. 

Speaking of the resources of the islands, 
Mr. Morgan said they were manifold, and 
that the time would come when they would 
produce enough coffee to supply the de- 
mands of all the people of the United States, 
while, he said, the sugar production had al- 
ready reached its limit. He estimated that 
there were at least 176,000 acres of land in 
the islands adapted to the growth of the 
coffee tree, and said that industry was rap- 
idly developing. He thought at least 7,500 
tons of coffee would be exported from the 
islands during the present year. He con- 
cluded that the resources of the country 
were such as to insure a very prosperous 
future, and predicted that Honolulu would 
some time in the not distant future attain 
to great commercial itmportance, equal in 
all probability to that of Hongkong or other 
cities of equal magnitude. 


No Statehood Bills This Session. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The Committee 
on Territories of the House has decided to 
nip the aspirations to Statehood of Okla- 


homa, Arizona, and New Mexico. It was 
agreed informally to-day at the coenmittee 
meeting to vote on the question of report- 
ing the Statehood bills at the meeting of 
the committee one week from to-day. An 
informal count showed the Republican 
members of the committee, who will con- 
trol its action, a unit in their opposition to 
the three Statehood bills, and they will not 
be reported this Congress, 


PRESIDENT DOLE STARTS EAST. 


His Stay in Chicago to Continue Dur- 
ing His Own Pleasure—To Have 
a Guard of Honor. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—President 
Dole of Hawaii left here at 6 o’clock this 
evening in a special coach provided by H. 


E. Huntington, and will travel as far as 
Chicago over the Central and Union Pacific 
and Chicago and Northwestern Roads. 














CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—Arrangements are be- 
ing rapidly completed for the reception and 
entertainment of President Dole of Hawaii, 
who is expected to arrive in Chicago Satur- 
day morning. 

Gen. Brooks, the Department Commander, 
with headquarters at Fort Sheridan, it is 
said, will receive orders to have the troops 
of that garrison meet President Dole upon 
his arrival in Chicago and act as an escort 
to the hotel. A guard of honor, with a 
complement of staff officers, will also be 
detailed to wait on President Dole while in 
the city. President Dole’s stay in Chicago 
wil depend entirely on his own wishes. 





Pardons for Hawaiian Rebels. 


HONOLULU, Jan. 12.—A long and im- 
portant Cabinet meeting was held yesterday. 
The main subject under discussion was 


pardons to be granted'‘on Jan. 17. It is 
understood that the Council of State will 
be asked to restore civil rights to all who 
took part in the uprising of 1895. The per- 
sons found guilty of participation in the 
rebellion have been at large on parole. An 
effort will now be made to make their par- 
don complete. 


WORKING FOR ANNEXATION. 


President Dole’s Visit May Be Used to 
Arouse Enthusiasm—Sensational 
Arguments Conflict. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—According to in- 
formation obtained from Senators, the dis- 
cussion on the Hawaiian annexation treaty 
in executive session only moderately re- 
flects the efforts being made outside the 
Senate to promote support for that con- 
vention. It is admitted by its supporters 
that there is no assurance that the treaty 
will be ratified, but every effort that can 
be put forth is being exerted to overcome 
the opposition. 

Supporters of the treaty are not a little 
annoyed because some of the arguments for 


the treaty seem to conflict. The Star, which 
is a warm supporter of annexation, is print- 
ing daily arguments to show that the Sugar 
Trust is opposed to the treaty, and will de- 
feat it, because annexation may be prejudi- 
eial to the interests of the trust. ut the 
sugar beet interest is also said to be opposed 
to it, as a menace to the development of the 
sugar beet industry. Oddly enough, in some 
of the statements put forth the sugar beet 
interest and the Sugar Trust are said to be 
working together. A very careful observer 
in the Senate says that his conclusion is, 
from the signs in the Senate, that the Sugar 
Trust is for the treaty and not against it, 
and he cannot see why it should be opposed 
to annexation, as Hawaii produces sugar 
cand that is at the command of the trust 
and not likelv to be subjected to the pay- 
ment of duty with or without annexation. 

The head of the concern of the beet sugar 
men, it is asserted that the limit of sugar 

roduction in Hawaii has been reached and 

awaii is now being advertised by the Gov- 
ernment as more particularly adapted to 
coffee production, 

The Senators who are opposing annexation 
look for a great display of affection for 
President Dole of Hawaii on his arrival 
here. The purpose of his visit is believed 
to be to promote enthusiasm for the treaty 
and to bring on the vote as soon as pos- 
sible after the impression hoped for has 
been made. It is regarded as not improb- 
able that the Cuban situation may become 
so critical before the Hawaiian treaty can 
be disposed of as to render it necessary to 
put the annexation vote off until a later 
day than the promoters of the treaty have 
in view. The date for the vote has not been 
suggested, and will not be proposed while 
any speeches are to be made either for or 
against the treaty. 

There has been no change in the division 
of the Senate since the canvass published 
in THE TIMEs on Saturday. If the vote were 
to be taken to-morrow, the treaty would 
not be ratified. Opportunities may arise to 
capture a few votes before the discussion 
is ended. The Administration is very in- 
tent upon securing ratification. And there 
are several Senators who are anxious to 
secure favors from the Administration.

GREEK WOMEN APPEAL FOR AID. 


The American People Asked to Assist 
Fugitive Thessalians to Return 
to Their Homes, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—United States 
Minister Rockhill at Athens has forwarded 
to the Department of State an appeal by 
the Society of Greek Women for help to 
enable the fugitive Thessalians to return 
to their homes, The appeal is directed to 


the American people, and reads as follows: 

‘“*Excellency: The terrible disasters and 
deprivations which the last war has 
brought on our unfortunate compatriots, 
the Thessalians, is undoubtedly well known 
to your Excellency. Their property has 
been destroyed; their homes looted, and 
now, homeless and destitute, they have fled 
from their unfortunate eo seeking 
safety for their lives and bread for their 
children. 

“The Government and private philanthro- 
Py have both done what was possible for 
their relief. But their destitution was so 
great and their immediate needs so press- 
ing, that now, when the time has come for 
them to return to their homes and attempt 
to reconstitute their homesteads with what 
the mercy of the enemy may have left them, 
they are entirely without the means of re- 
turning. 

“The liberal feeling and generosity of the 
American people, of which suffering hu- 
manity has so often been a grateful witness, 
encourage us to appeal to it through your 
Excellency in favor of these unfortunate 
beings whose misery must touch every 
heart. We entreat your Excellency to give 
all the publicity you may think necessary 
to this appeal, and we are convinced that 
the gratitude of these unfortunate victims 
of the war and of all the Greek Nation to- 
ward the American people and toward the 
official representatives of the United States 
will be profound and indelible.”

Mr. Van Cott Says the Order to 
Cut Delivery Expenses May 
Be Set Aside. 








THE DEPARTMENT FAVORS HIM 





Many Congressmen Unfamiliar with 
New York’s Needs Enlightened— 
The Conference at Washington 
—Carriers Discharged May 
Not Be Restored. 





Postmaster Cornelius Van Cott has in- 
creased hopes that the reduction in the de- 
livery service which was ordered last week 
will be set aside, and that New York will 
not be made by Congress to suffer for the 
shortcomings of the Post Offices of other 
cities. The orders of the department last 
week were that $24,000 be saved in the car- 
rier service of the New York office before 


July 30. 

This would entail the abandonment of-two 
deliveries daily in the section of the city 
north of Forty-second Street, and about 
sixty-five men would have to be suspended. 
Mr. Van Cott has just returned from Wash- 
Ington, where he was in conference with 
department heads. Yesterday he said that, 
as a result of his conference, he was led 
to hope that no cut would have to be made. 
If it was found impossible to avoid the re- 


duction, he believed that a restitution of the 
former apportionment would be quickly 
granted by Congress. 

“T find,” he said, “‘ that this order which 
has caused us all so much trouble came 
ebout through the ignorance which existed 
among many members of Congress regard- 
ing our real needs here. In the first place, 
many of them could not realize that, as our 
routes now stand, it is a frequent occur- 
rence for collectors to have to go over their 
reutes twice on the same trip because they 
cannot carry all the matter. I had to show 
them that with the present appropriation 
we were accomplishing a the people 
have a right to expect. course, it was 
an easy matter for me to make these points 
plain, and from the expressions of opinion 
that I heard I believe that action favorable 
to us will be taken when the Appropriation 
bill comes before the House. 

“If the cut is to stand it seems to me 
that our revenues must necessarily decrease 
—a fact which gives us the support of the 
department. As it is, we are able to turn 
over a large enough surplus annually to 
help materially in making good the defi- 
ciencies of offices in other large cities. The 
efficiency of the Post Office Department de- 
pends almost wholly on the efficiency of the 
carrier service, and if we were to give a 
less satisfactory service I am sure that the 
Congressmen of this section would receive 
the blame for it.” 

As to whether there was a chance of stay- 
ing the order in time to prevent the reduc- 
tion, Mr. Van Cott did not offer an opinion, 
He said, however, that he did believe that 
the restitution would come soon after the 
reduction es into effect, if not before. 

“Supposing you let sixty-five carriers go 
by Feb. 1, as is proposed, will they be the 
ones restored if your appropriations are al- 
lowed to stand?” was asked. 

“I do not know. I have not yet found an 
authority or a precedent on the subject. Of 
course, I would like to suspend the men, 
subject to reinstatement, but I do not know 
whether or not this can be done. This 
much is certain, however: If we do not 
take back the men discharged, we have the 
civil service lists to select from, and that 
fact alone should set at ease.any who be- 
lieve this is a political move to get old em- 
ployes out of office.”

PROTESTS OF THE MERCHANTS. 





A Congressional Hearing Asked on 
the Reduction of Mail Deliveries. 


The Merchants’ Association, which has 
taken up the matter of the proposed reduc- 
tion in deliveries, sent a letter yesterday 
in protest to Edward F. Loud, Chairman of 
the House Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads. A similar letter was sent to 
Senator Wolcott, Chairman of the corres- 
ponding committee in the Senate. The let- 
ter sets forth explicitly the evil effects 


which will follow such a reduction, and 
asks that a day be set aside for a hearing 
at which the President and a committee of 
the association may present their case. 

A circular has also been issued and will 
be sent to all the merchants in the 
Boroughs of Manhattan, Bronx, and Brook- 
lyn. This circular sets forth the conditions 
which would ensue under the_ reduction, 
and points out the lack of wisdom shown 
in cutti the appropriation of an office 
which turned over a large surplus last year. 
The circular intimates that the deficits 
might be saved in the conduct of the de- 

rtment at Washington rather than in the 

Yew York office. Every merchant who re- 
ceives this circular will be requested to 
write or wire his protest to the Congres- 
sional committee. 


SENATE AND LETTER CARRIERS. 


Mr. Hoar Introduces a Resolution 
Asking the Postmaster General 
About the Reduced Force. 


WASHINGTON, Jan,. 19.—A spirited de- 
bate was precipitated in the Senate to-day 
by the introduction of a resolution by Mr. 
Hoar of Massachusetts providing for an in- 
quiry by the Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads concerning the recent order of 
the Postmaster General, reducing the force 
of letter carriers in several cities of the 
country. The resolution directs that the 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads 
shall ascertain immediately what amount 
was necessary to preserve the postal free 
delivery service of the country. 

For his resolution Mr. Hoar asked imme- 
diate consideration. 

Mr. Wolcott, Chairman of the Post Offices 
and Post Roads Committee, objected to the 
reference of the resolution to his commit- 
tee. He said the committee was utterly 
powerless to afford relief for the trouble at 
which the resolution was directed. He 
thought the resolution ought by all means 
to go to the Committee on Anpropriations. 
The Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads, he added, was anxious to extend and 
make more efficient the letter-carrier sys- 
tem, but was powerless. 

Mr. Hoar thought the question was a 
most important one, affecting as it does 
hundreds of thousands of people who re- 
ceive mail. By the order of the Postmaster 
General his own city of 100,000 population 
was startled by a reduction of ten in its 
force of carriers. New York, Boston, and 
other cities throughout the country had 
suffered a reduction in their forces of letter 
carriers in about the same proportion. 

‘“‘This order of the Postmaster General,” 
declared Mr. Hoar, “ created consternation 
among business men. The order was based 
upon a deficiency in the sppropetation for 
free delivery of about $150 . All that is 
needed to remedy the difficulty encountered 
by the Post Office Department and which 
confronts the business men of the country 
is a small additional appropriation.” . 


New York Business Men Interested. 


Mr. Carter, (Mont.,) member of thé Post 
Office Committee, said that the committee 
had this subject under consideration this 
morning, the discussion being provoked by 


some communications from New York busi- 
ness men. 

“The committee reached the conclusion,” 
said Mr. Carter, ‘‘ that there is no defect in 
the law pertaining to the postal service 
which requires action upon the part of our 
committee. What is needed is slmply an 
increase in the appropriation for the car- 
rier branch of the service, and naturally the 
pending resolution ought to go to the Ap- 
propriations Committee.”’ 

“It is ebacintely intolerable,’’ said Mr. 
Hoar, resuming his statement, “'that this 
gromt branch of the public service should 

stopped or crippled. Many of the smaller 
cities of the country are to deprived 
present of mail deliv facilities, and it 

s time that sométhing done to avoid 
serious business embarrassment.” 

Mr. Allison, Chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, said that he had reason to

Let us get 
some definite information from the Post- 
master General as to defects, if such exist, 
in ‘his department.” ; 


Second-Class Mail the Trouble. 


At this point Mr. Wolcott said that he de- 
sired to call the Senate’s attention to the 
real basis of the trouble with the financial 
affairs of the Post Office Department. “‘It 


is well understood,” said Mr. Wolcott, 
“that the second-class mail of this country 
absorbs 65 r cent. of the expenses of 
the Post Office Department, and supplies 
only about 3 per cent. of revenue. 

“This is the serious point of this discus- 
sion, and if Congress should enact into law 
the measure relating to second-class mat- 
ter, which will be laid before Congress, the 
recurrence of the present difficulty will be 
obviated.’”’ 

Mr. Wolcott then called attention to the 
opposition of the publishers of New &- 
land to the enactment of the bill restricting 
second-class matter, and pointedly inti- 
mated to the Senator from Massachusetts 
(Mr. Hoar) that if New England business 
men desired excellent free delivery service 
they ought to be willing to prevent the Gov- 
ernment from being imposed upon by the 
second-class mail fraud. It is opportune at 
this time, said Mr. Wolcott, to call the Sen- 
ate’s attention to the tremendous loss which 
is being sustained by the Government in 
carrying second-class mail matter at one 
cent a pound. 

After some good-natured sparring between 
Mr. Hoar and Mr. Allison as to the terms 
of the resolution, the former agreed to 
change it so that the Postmaster General 
should be instructed forthwith to inform 
the Senate what amount of money was 
necessary to maintain the excellence of the 
earrier service. 

Mr. Allen (Neb.) spoke sarcastically of the 
good times the people of New Wngland 
were having under the awe, law, with 
their strikes and lock-outs. 6 thought 
that a good many of them would now have 


time to go to the Post Offices to get their 
mail if it was not promptly delivered by a 
carrier. He thought the great point in- 


volved in. the discussion of Post Office 
finances was the charge that there was an 
annual leakage of from eight to ten mill- 
ions of dollars on account of the under 
weighing of mail matter, 

“It is most remarkable,” said Mr. Allen, 
“that charges of such gravity should be 
made in the public prints, and yet that the 
party in power should remain with refer- 
ence to them as silent as the grave. If we 
only had the nerve to take hold of these 
frauds and eradicate them, we should have 
money enough to put a corps of efficient let- 
ter carriers in every city in the land.” 

Mr, Chandler objected to the use of the 
word ‘“ forthwith’? in Mr. Hoar’s resolu- 
tion, and, as the Massachusetts Senator de- 
clined to eliminate it, he objected to the 
resolution, and it went over until to-mor- 
row.

Agent Oliver Knocked Senseless and 
$600 in Packages Taken. 


AMSTERDAM, N. Y., Jan, 19.—A daring 
robbery was perpetrated here just before 9 
o’clock to-night. An unknown man entered 
the office of the American Express Com- 
pany, in the heart of the city, assaulted 
Agent Benjamin F. Oliver with a heavy 
iron water pipe, knocking him senseless, 
and then robbed him of $600 which he had 
done up in packages to send away on the 
9:17 east-bound train. The thief made his 
escape. 

Oliver was alone in the building at the 
time, and was discovered by his son, Benja- 
min, who found him lying on the floor. He 
is still unconscious, and it is feared that 
his skull is fractured. 


CONGRESSMAN’S HOUSE ENTERED 


Mrs, Loudenslager Frightens the Bur- 
glars from Her New Jersey Home, 


PAULSBOROUGH, N. J., Jan. 19.—The 
residence of Congressman Loudenslager, on 
the river front, was entered by burglars 
last night and ransacked. The burglars 
packed up for removal nearly a wagon- 


load of goods, including the Congressman’s 
clothing, a lot of shoes, bric-Aa-brac, and 
valuables. 

Congressman Loudenslager is in Wash- 
ington. His wife was in the house with the 
servants. A noise awakened her. She was 
about to go to sleep again when as a matter 
of. precaution she turned an alarm button 
at the head of her bed and this set off a 
gong and turned on some of the lights on 
the lower floor. This action is supposed to 
have frightened the burglars away, as they 
decamped, leaving their booty behind. Aft- 
er turning on the alarm Mrs, Loudenslager 
turned it off again and went to bed. The 
visit of the burglars was not discovered un- 
til this morning, but nothing is missing.

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MEDICAL CHARITY ABUSES 





Instances Recounted at the Ban- 
quet of the Medico-Legal Soci- 
ety at Hotel Marlborough. 





THE CASE OF HETTY GREEN 


Accepted Charity Treatment Under a 
False Name and Disguise, but Com- 
pelled to Pay When Found Out 
— Medical Expert Testi- 
mony Discussed. 








“The Abuses in Medical Charity” and 
“ Medical Expert Testimony ” were the two 
subjects discussed last night by post- 
prandial speckers at the annual banquet 
of the Medico-Legal Society, which was 
held at the Hotel Marlborough. 

Dr. J. H. Brudenshaw, in recounting*to 
what extent the free dispensary system 
may be abused, quoted the case of Hetty 
Green, who, though reputed to be the 
Wealthiest woman in America, he said, had 
accepted free treatment in a dispensary, 
representing herself to be a woman in the 
direst straits of poverty. 

“That woman,” he continued, with em- 
phasis, “put on an old gown and worked 
upon the sympathies of the attending phy- 
sician to such an extent that out of sheer 
pity he advised her to come to his private 
office, where he could give her better treat- 
ment and save her the trouble of the long 
waits. She gladly accepted, and for a con- 
siderable time came to the physician’s 
house, where he gave her the best of treat- 
ment absolutely free of charge. 

* But fortunately there was in this case a 
just retribution. One day a friend of the 
physician came into his office and saw the 


ill-clad and miserable looking woman sitting 
in the ante-room. He knew who she was 
despite her disguise, and when he saw the 
pes physician, congratulated him upon 

ving so distinguished a client. 

“* What, that poor woman out there?’ ex- 
claimed the physician, ‘or thas some one 
come in that I have missed?’ 

“* Poor woman!’ replied his friend. ‘ Well, 
I wish I were as poor. Why, man alive, 
that’s Hetty Green, the richest woman in 
all this land.’ 

“The physician could hardly believe his 
own ears. He went out and questioned 
Mrs. Green. At first she totally denied her 
identity, but when confronted with the man 
who knew her, she was compelled to admit 
it. The young physician promptly rescind- 
ed his charity and sent a bill to her for 
$600, which she was compelled, though much 
against her will, to pay.”’ 

Dr. Brudenshaw also said that a Presi- 
dent of one of the largest insurance com- 
panies in the country had accepted treat- 
ment at a dispensary until he was recog- 
nized and refused further admission. 

On the question of ‘‘ Medical Expert Tes- 
timony,” Dr. J. B. Ransom, the physician 
at Dannemora Prison, sent a communica- 
tion which elicited considerable discussion. 
He urged that a bill be introduced into the 
Legisla’ ure to regulate the giving of expert 
testimony in all cases where medical issues 
were involved. 

“Such a measure,” he wrote, “ should 
provide for the appointment in criminal 
trials of medical experts by the court, or 
presiding Judge, who shall appoint such 
expert witnesses, not exceeding three in 
number in each case, to pass upon all hy- 
nes questions. Said experts shall 

ave access to all evidence, and to the per- 
son of the defendant, in the presence of all 
the experts called, as well as have power 
to examine medical witnesses as to their 
knowledge of the facts, and also to hear 
expressions of their opinions relative to the 
6ignificance of observed facts, when will- 
ingly given. 

“Tt should also provide that the Judge 
may ‘hear proposals from counsel as to the 
appointment of experts in any given case. 
The expert or experts shall submit to the 
court for transmission to the jury a report 
in writing, attested by their oaths, setting 
forth their conclusions, together with the 
facts upon which they are based. The re- 
ort shall be signed by all the experts tak- 
ng part in the examination, providing they 
agree upon the essential points at issue; if 
not, a dissenting report or reports may be 
made by individual experts, the same as 
opinions are handed down from the Appel- 
late Courts. 

**In case of a disagreement as to essen- 
tial points, the Judge should have the pow- 
er to dismiss such report, together with 
the experts making such report, and ap- 
point other experts.” 

Dr. Ransom further advises that experts 
be duly qualified as such by license, and 
that they must show five years’ experience 
in the particular line in which they wish 
to qualify. A committee of which Dr. Ran- 
60m is Chairman will be appointed for the 
purpose of bringing the matter to the at- 
tention of the Legislature.

SANTO DOMINGO EARTHQUAKES. 


Some Details of the Damage Inflicted 
Upon the Island, 


Letters were received yesterday at the 
New York offices of the Central Dominican 
Railway from General Manager Edward 
Hall, at Puerto Plata, Santo Domingo, giv- 
ing details of the destructive earthquake 
which convulsed the island on Dec. 29 last. 
The shock, although extending to almost 
every part of the island, was felt most 
severely on the northern coast, where dam- 
age was done to buildings over an extensive 


area. 

The Central Dominican Railroad was 
more or less damaged all along the line. In 
the neighborhood of Puerto Plata many of 
the embankments along ‘the line were 
cracked and settled. Much of the bridge 
masonry was cracked, and in one instance 
one of the abutments was shaken entirely 
eut of a fifty-foot span, and one end of 
the bridge tell fifteen feet. 

Huge boulders were hurled down from the 
mountains, breaking the rails and filling up 
many of the cuts. One large storehouse 
at Puerto Plata was wrecked. The cathe- 
dral at Altamira on the crest of the moun- 
tain range between Puerta Plata and San- 
tiago was badly damaged. 

At Santi the City Hall was badly 
cracked and two churches partially de- 
stroyed. The church at to Cerro was 
shaken to the ground and more or less seri- 
ous damage was done to buildings in a half- 
dozen villages and towns in the Yaqui Val- 
ley, although it is not beelieved that any 
less of life resulted. 

There have been slight shakings of the 
earth every day since Dec. 29, but it is be- 
lieved that all danger is past and the peo- 
ple are resuming business.

OPPOSITION TO MR. SKINNER. 


Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Seeking a Second Term. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—One office which the 
Legislature will be called on to fill this Win- 
ter 1s that of State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction. The election does not occur 
until Feb. 10, but Superintendent Charles R. 
Skinner is already conducting a quiet can- 
vass for re-election, and the attention of the 
legislators is being thereby attracted to the 
subject. 

The Superintendent holds office for three 
years and receives an annual salary of 


$5,000. Mr. Skinner, who Is a Watertown 
man, was elected in February, 1895. It is 
understood that he counts on the indorse- 
ment of Gov. Black and the general admin- 
istration influence in his race for re-election, 
and in that assurance he’ is believed to be 
safe, since the Governor, being himself in a 
receptive attitude concerning a second term, 
is not in a position to oppose similar ambi- 
tion on the part of his associates. 

So far no candidate has announced him- 
self in opposition to Superintendent Skinner. 
There is antagonism toward him in the Leg- 
islature, however, and it is thought not un- 
likely that it may yet centre on a candidate. 
This opposition is largely based on the Su- 
perintendent’s fight against the bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature last year provid- 
ing for teaching the evils of alcoholism in 
the public schools. The friends of this 
measure, which finally became law, charge 
that Mr. Skinner not only worked against 
it while it was under consideration, but has 
blocked its enforcement since.

He said that while he becomes the Presi- 
dent by virtue of his office, still he has so 
many schools to look after that he could 
not come into as close personal touch with 
the students as he should like to, and for 
that reason thought it best that the Teach- 
ers College have its own President. 

He added that Prof. Russell would be at 
the head of the college and its educational 
affairs, as President Harvey had been. 


DIED ON HER HUSBAND’S GRAVE. 


Mrs. Margaret Neot Killed Herself by 
Taking Paris 


Mrs. Margaret Neot was found dead on 
the grave where her husband is buried in 
the Lutheran Cemetery in Queens yesterday 
afternoon. The woman was found by one 
of the gravediggers. 

It is not known how long the woman 
had been dead. She ‘had taken paris green, 
and the tumbler from which she drank the 
poison lay beside ther. Nearby was her 
satchel. In it was a note telling who she 
was and asking that she be buried in the 
same grave as her ‘thusband. She is sup- 
posed to have gone to the cemetery yester- 
day morning and taken the poison and then 
lain down on the grave to die. The grave 
was unmarked, but the books of the com- 
pany show she selected the right grave.

BICYCLIST HIT BY A TRAIN. 


Frank Lutton, Aged 13, of Paterson, 
N. J., Picked Up Frightened 
put Unhurt. 


PATERSON, N. J., Jan, 19.—Frank Lut- 
ton, thirteen years old, was. caught he- 
tween two trains on the Erie Railroad to- 
night. He was riding his bicycle, and on

THE COTTON MILLS STRIKES. 





No Signs of Concessions on Either 
Side—No Reports of Violence. 


BOSTON, Jan. 19.—The third day of the 
strikes in the New England cotton and 
woolen industrial centres has been an un- 
eventful one. There are no signs of con- 
cession by either side, and none is looked 
for in the near future, ’ 

In many places the entire textile indus- 


tries are not at a standstill In New Bed- 
ford upward of 4,000 persons are at present 
employed in the seven yarn mills and 881,600 
spindles are running to their fullest ca- 
pacity, while the complete tie-up of the 
etoth, mulls represents the silence of 875,800 
spindles. 

The only addition to the list of strikers 
to-day was at Brunswick, Me., where 225 
operatives in the Cabot mill 
at the reduced wages. Those who left the 
mill are s tenders, and fully 700 oper- 
atives s remain.

Mayor Van Wyck Removes the Old 
Commissioners and Appoints 
New Ones. 








THEY TAKE OFFICE AT ONCE 


The Mayor’s Action Based on a Re- 
port of the Commissioners of 
Accounts—Expenses Too 


High, He Says. 








Mayor Van Wyck removed the old com- 
mission of the new East River Bridge yes- 
terday and appointed a new commission to 
take office immediately. 
change the Mayor said: 

“The old commission was going on too 
slow. At the rate the work was progres- 
sing tt would take from ten to fifteen years 
to build the bridge, whereas in the opinion 
of competent engineers it could be com- 
pleted in two or three years. And this 
new commission is going to do the work in 
this time or I shall remove them. Besides, 
there have been too much fees for counsel.” 

The new Commissioners are Lewis Nixon, 
Smith E, Lane, and James W. Boyle, Man- 
hattan; Julian D. Fairchild, John W. Weber, 
and Thomas 8. Moore, Brooklyn. The old 
Commissioners were Andrew D. Baird, 
James A. Sperry, Henry Batterman, Rich- 
ard Deeves, Salem H. Wales, and Francis 
B, Thurber. 

The Commissioners will receive a yearly 
salary of $3,000 for four years. The total 
salary roll aggregates $58,680, of which 
$40,000 is divided among eighteen employes. 

The appointments were made at 10 o’clock; 
the old commission was informed of its re- 
moval at 11, and at 11:15 the new commis- 
sion organized as follows: President—Lew- 
is Nixon; Vice President—James W. Boyle; 
Secretary—Smith BD. Lane; Treasurer—Ju- 
lian D, Fairchild. 


Who the New Commissioners Are. 


Mr. Nixon, a retired Lieutenant of the 
United States Navy, and a member of Tam- 
many Hall, is a shipbuilder at Keyport, 
N. J. He is considered to be one of the 
leading authorities on naval architecture, 


and while in the navy he designed several 

battleships. He entered politics last year 

in the Twenty-fifth District, under John J. 

Scannell, ran for Alderman, and was defeat- 

oi. He was a candidate for Dock Commis- 
oner. 

Mr. Fairchild is President of the Kings 
County Trust Company, a member of sev- 
eral leading Brooklyn clubs, and last Sum- 
mer was spoken of as a candidate for Con- 
troller. 

Mr. Lane is a wealthy clubman, an old 
member of the Tammany Society and of the 
Democratic Club. Under Mayor Smith Ely 
he served as a Park Commissigner. 

Mr. Weber is a well-known wer of the 
Eastern District of Brooklyn, is wealthy, 
and thas declined several nominations to 
office. He is regarded as one of the polit- 
ical leaders of the German Democrats of 
Williamsburg. 

Mr. Moore is a Brooklyn lawyer. Two 
—_— ago he ran for Judge of the Supreme

Mr. Boyle is a Se and popular 
Tammany man and leader of the Seventh 
Assembly District. It was said that he had 
incurred Richard Croker’s displeasure be- 
cause of his friendship for John C. Sheehan. 
When the offices were being slated at Lake- 
wood Mr. Boyle was supposed to be listed 
for Dock Commissioner, He is an oyster 
dealer, 

The action of the Mayor in removing the 
old Commissioners was in a measure unex- 
pected. It was known that he had been 
considering the advisability of taking such 
action, but it was not believed that he would 
move in the case at this time. It was main- 
tained by the old Commissioners when the 
matter was first brought to public notice 
that the Mayor had no power to remove 
them. They argued that they had been ap- 
pointed under a special act of the Legis- 
lature, and that their tenure of office ended 
only when the bridge was finished. This 
same contention was made with regard to 
the Mayor’s power to remove fhe Aque- 
duct. Commission, but the commission was 
removed, nevertheless, although it had 
been created under a similar act of the 
Legislature. Col. H. C. M. Ingraham, coun- 
sel for the old commission, intimated some 
time ago that in his opinion the commission 
would hold office until the bridge was fin- 
ished. Corporation Counsel Whalen, how- 
ever, advised the Mayor that he had the 
power to remove the Commissioners, 


The Reason Given for the Removals. 


In explaining his action the Mayor said 
that he based the removal on the report of 
the Commissioners of Accounts, which is 
given below. ‘‘ During the time the Com- 
missioners have been in office,” he said, 
**they have incurred expenses which alone 
show how the office has been conducted. 


Eminent lawyers have obtained fat fees for 
services rendered. William G. Choate and 
Henry C. M. Ingraham in two years have 
received $45,000 from the commission, ex- 
ceeding by $10,000 the amount originally 
fixed by law. When Mr. Choate draws the 
orders now payable to him for this and 
other services to the city, he will have re- 
ceived $57,900. This eminent reformer and 
Henry C. M. Ingraham have already got 
$45,800 in counsel fees in this case. He will 
get $30,000 as a fee in the Elm Street im- 
provement. If he had been at it a little 
longer he would have had the City Treas- 
ury. 

“ Now, I want to say of the Commission- 
ers who have just been appointed, that if 
they incur excessive expenses I shall 
promptly remove them” 

The new Commissioners took possession 
of the offices of the commission, at 49 Cham- 
bers Street, shortly after 11 o’clock. Com- 
missioner Salem H. Wales was the only 
Commissioner there at the time, and Mr. 
Lane of the new commissior asked to see 
him. When admitted to Mr. Wales’s room 
the new Commissioners informed him of 
their appointment. Mr. Wales was greatly 
astonished. He told the new Commissioners 
that the old Commissioners would be there 
at 1 o’clock to attend‘a board meeting, and 
that they had better wait until then be- 
fore taking possession. Commissioner Nix- 
on, however, informed Mr. Wales that they 
had come to take possession, and that they 
would not wait. He then served upon Mr. 
Wales the following notice: 

Know all men by these presents that I, Robert 
A. Van Wyck, Mayor of the City of New York, 
by virtue of the power vested in me by law, 
it being my judgment that the public interest 
so requires, do hereby remove each of the fol- 
lowing-named persons, viz., Salem H. Wales, 
Richard Deeves, Francis B. Thurber, Andrew 
D. Baird, James A. Sperry, and Henry Batter- 
man, from e office of Commissioner created 
and existing under and pursuant to Chapter 789 
of the Laws of 1895, entitled ‘‘An act to author- 
ize the construction of a bridge over the East 
River between the Cities of New York and Brook- 
lyn,”” and the several acts amendatory thereof 
and supplementary thereto, said removals to take 
effect immediately. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and affixed my seal of office this 19th day 
of January, A. D. 1898.

Organizing the New Board. 


The new commission then proceeded to 
organize. It was thought that there might 
be a conflict between the old and new 
boards in the afternoon, but there was none, 
Shortly before 1 o’clock four of the new 
Commissioners, headed by Vice-President 
Boyle, entered the bridge offices. Mr. Wales 
was in the office of President Baird of the 
old board, and the door of the office was 


closed. Mr. Boyle pushed it open and 
stepped up to Mr. Wales, who was seated 
at the sident’s desk, saying: ‘“ Mr. 


Wales, I want to introduce my friend, ‘ Mr. 
Williams.’ ’’ Mr. Wales arose and Mr. Boyle 
slipped into his chair, saying as he did so: 
“As Vice-President of the new board, I 
take possession of this office.” 

Mr. Wales looked surprised, but only said: 
“You need not be afraid, Mr. Boyle, I 
won't pull you out of the chair." 

At this point ex-President Baird came in 
with ex-Commissioners Sperry and Batter- 
man. President Nixon of the new board 
then came and was introduced to the mem- 
bers of the old commision. President Nixon 
took possession, and the old Commissioners 
yielded. without protest.’ They assured the

The Report on the Accounts, 


The following is a summary of the neport 
made by John C. Hertle and Edward Owen 
upon which the Mayor based his reasons for 
removing the old board: 


We herewith submit the results of an exami- 
nation of the accounts, &c., of the New East 
River Bridge Commission from its organization 
in August, 1895, to Dec. 31, 1897.. The act 
creating the commission was passed May 27, 
1895, and is known as Chapter 789, Laws of 
1895. By the eovisiens of it the Mayor of the 
City of New York and the Mayor of the City of 
Brooklyn were each authorized to appoint three 
Commissioners, who, together with the two 
Mayors, should have charge of the construction 
of the bridge, with power to employ counsel 
and appoint such subordinates and clerks as may 
be necessary, the expense of constructing said 
bridge to be borne equally by each city. 

The location of the bridge was provided for 
in the act to be “from, at, or near the foot of 
Broadway in said City of Brooklyn, to, at, or 
near the foot of Grand Street in said City of 
New York,’ and it was finally decided to run 
the bridge between Delancey Street, near Grand 
Street, New York, to South Fifth Street, near 
Broadway, Brooklyn. 

By Section 5 of this act the Commissioners 
were empowered, “‘ with the express consent of 
the Mayors and Controllers of the respective 
cities,’"” to purchase the charter and rights and 
powers of any corporation holding a valid char- 
ter to construct such a bridge as was contem- 
plated. Acting on the authority above stated, 
the Commissioners purchased the franchise of 
the East River “a Company for $205,488.88. 
Up to Dec. 31, 1897, the commission had ac- 
quired title to property in the Cities of New 
York and Brooklyn requisite for the foundations 
of the towers and anchorages of the bridge 
to the amount of $368,956, which is charged 
upon the books to ‘‘ property account,’’ and con- 
sists of $368,956, original cost of the several 
pieces of property, and $8,986, additional ex- 
penses. 


Contracts Already Awarded. 


After describing the property purchased 
by the commission the report continues: 


The commission has also purchased from the 
American Sugar Refining Company property for 
$350,000, and interest at 4 per cent. from Sept. 
1, 1897, all payable Feb. 9, 1898. Contracts 
have been awarded for building the towers, 
foundations, and anchorages as follows:

There were no duplicate vouchers on file in the 
office, but simply ‘ypewritten copies of the bills, 
(the original.bills being attached to. vouchers 
filed with the Controller for payment.) The dis- 
tribution of the amounts was faulty in method, 
as may be seen from the analysis of the ‘‘ ex- 
pense account,’’ which is appended and shows 
that out of a total expenditure charged to that 
account from September, 1895 to Dec. 31, 1897, 
of $57,379, but $5,308 is properly so chargeable.

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A PRISONER BREAKS JAIL| NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. SHOTHIS WIFEAND HER MOTHER 





H. W. Straight, Wanted in New 
York for Swindling, Escapes 
in Jersey City. 





HIS WIFE GIVES HERSELF UP 


She Admits She Furnished Saws to 
Him, and Declares She Is Satis- 
fied to be Locked Up So Long 

as He Is Free. ; 








Henry W. Straight, who was locked up 
@ week ago in the City Prison in Jersey 
City for swindling three New York mer- 
chants and two Pennsylvania banks out of 
amounts varying from $350 to $400, escaped 
yesterday through a window 7 by 20 inches, 
after sawing out the bars, and Blanch 
Straight, his wife, was locked up in his 
place for aiding him. 

All Straight’s alleged swindles were ac- 
complished by means of forged bills of lad- 
ing. He lived in Baston, Penn., but fled 
before the officers could arrest him. A 
young woman in that town, whose name is 
withheld, and whom he had jilted, fur- 
nished the officers with this photograph, and 
told them he had gone to Jersey City, where 
he had married another woman. 

Straight and his wife were found at a 
boarding house in Bergen Avenue, on the 
Heights, He was fully identified, and was 
held for extradition. He was locked up in 
the City Prison, adjoining Police Head- 
quarters. His wife was allowed to visit 


him. She took his luncheon to him daily in 
a basket. 


He was allowed the freedom of the corri- 
dor and took advantage of his liberty to 
saw out the bars in a window opéning on 
the yard of a stable, which in turn opened in 
Gregory Street, next to Police Headquart- 
ers, the front being occupied by a saloon. 
The bars were sawed only at the bottom, 
and no one discovered the fact. He broke 
one of his saws, and a piece of it was 
found in his cell. 

Straight was let out of his cell at 8:30 
A. M. every day, when the overnight pris- 


oners were taken to court. He was thus left 
alone, practically, though there were other 
prisoners in the cells, 


His Escape Discovered. 


Yesterday, when Jailer Alexander Watson 
returned from the court room, Straight was 
gone, It did not take long to ascertain how 
he had escaped. 

There is a space of about four feet ad- 
joining the jail, and then a six-foot fence 


separating this space from the stable yard. 
The drop from the window ‘to the und 
is about four feet. It is supposed that 
Straight scaled the fence and then made 
his way through the stable yard into Greg- 
ory Street. A man answering his descrip- 
tion was seen by a woman named Mrs. Ma- 
lone, who says she saw him leave the stable 
yard shortly before 9 o’clock. The _ police 
traced him to Barrow and Grand Streets, 
where he boarded a Bayonne car and rode 
to Bishop Street, half a mile away. There 
he left the car and all ttrace of him was 
lost, though it was afterward rumored that 
he had been seen in Weehawken. 

The only mystery about the escape is how 
Straight managed to squeeze through the 
window. Mrs, Malone says that his face 
was cut, but she did not notice that his 
clothing was torn. It is believed that his 
wife met him somewhere and supplied him 
with clothing of some sort, certainly a 
hat, for the hat he wore when he was ar- 
rested was found in his cell. He may have 
had a cloth cap in his pocket, however. Mrs. 
Malone could not say whether the man she 
saw was bareheaded or not. Several store- 
keepers say that a man who had no hat 
tried to buy one of them, but did not be- 
cause he had no money.

‘President Ripley’s Arguments Against 
a Populist -Proposition, ; 


CHICAGO, Jan, 19.—President Ripley of 
the Aitchison, Topeka and Santa Fé has 
written a letter to the editor of a Kansas 
Populist paper, replying to a communica- 
tion published in that paper, citing the 
number of people killed by the railroads of 
the United States as a reason why the rail- 
roads should be put under Government con- 
trol. Mr. Ripley says that last year the 
trains on the railways in Kansas ran over 
800,000 miles, yet only one employe’s life 
was sacrificed for every 431,000 miles. Of 
4,406 others killed in the United States in 
1896 ‘the reports show that 3,811 were tres- 
passers. That ig to say, out of every 22 
persons killed, 19 were killed because they 
were breaking the law. 

As an argument against Government con- 
trol he points out that the 850,000 railway 
employes in the United States would be po- 
litical appointees, which would give tre- 


mendous supremacy to the party in power, 
and that the political results of the con- 
tracts for the construction of new lines, 
&c., would be worse still. 

He also argues that to earn the interest 
on its investment the Government would 
have to increase the rates for service, as 
has been done on the Government-owned 
lines of Australia; cheapen the service, em- 
ploy fewer men, and let things generally 
get into disrepair, as done on the Govern- 
ment-owned lines of Italy, or face an annual 
deficit, and rely on taxation to make up the 
deficit, as done on the Government-owned 
lines in India. 





KANSAS PACIFICS PURCHASE. 





A Bill for the Purpose Introduced in 
Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—A hill to au- 
thorize the Secretary of the Treasury un- 
der certain conditions to purchase the Kan- 
sas Pacific Division of the Union Pacific 
Railroad was introduced in the House to- 
day by Mr. Fleming of Georgia, a member 
of the Pacific Railroads Committee, to 
which the bill is referred. 

It provides that if, in the opinion of the 
President, it shall be necessary to preserve 
the security of the United States in respect 
of its lien, mortgage, or other interests in 
the Kansas Pacific, the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall bid the full amount neces- 
sary for the protection of the Government’s 
lien and claim on that property and pur- 
chase for the United States property sub- 
ject 'to such incumbrance at any sale, and 
any sums necessary to redeem or clear off 
the paramount liens aforesaid, or to make 
such purchase or execute any purpose of 
the act are appropriated. 


Virginia Beach Road Extended. 


A twenty-two mile extension of the Nor- 
folk, Virginia Beach, and Southern Railroad 
has practically been completed and will be 
opened to traffic about March 15, This new 
piece of road is standard gauge, and ex- 
tends from Kempsville, four miles east of 
Norfolk on the present line, to Princess 
Ann Court House. Thence it takes a south- 


erly course to Munden Point, on the Cur- 
rituck Sound, a distance of twelve miles. 
Extensive terminals are being constructed 
at Munden Point, including a steamboat 
landing, where connections are to be made 
with points on adjacent inland waters. One 
of the advantages claimed for this exten- 
sion is that it gives Northern as well as 
Southern sportsmen ready access to the 
clubs and private preserves that abound 
along the Virginia coast. The new road 
will also tap the peanut industry in a pro- 
lific quarter, Alfred Skitt is President of 
the Norfolk, Virginia Beach and Southern 
Road, which is owned by New Yorkers. 





REVENUE CUTTER DISABLED. 


The Morrill Blows Out a Tube in Her 
. Boiler While on a Cruise. 


SOUTHPORT, N. C., Jan. 19,—Cadet 
Wilde, in an open boat, with a crew of five 
men, from the revenue cutter Morrill, ar- 
rived here at 10 o’clock to-night after a 
null of twenty miles through the darkness 
and rain. 

He reported that the cutter blew out a 
tube in her boiler late in the afternoon 
while cruising off Tubb’s Inlet, about 
twenty miles from Cape Fear Bar. 

She was compelled to anchor and wait

IRISH IMMIGRANTS IN 1897. 


Nearly All Could Read and Write, and 
Many Staid Here. 


The annual report of James Rorke, Presi- 
dent of the Irish Emigrant Society, shows 
that during 1897 the arrivals of Irish immi- 
grants here were 18,417. Of these 7,430 
were males and 10,987 females, 16,430 were 
between fifteen and forty years old. There 
were only 875 children. 

These immigrants brought with them more 
than $250,000, an average of a little more 
than $14°for each adult. More than 95 per 
cent. of them could read and write. 

Mr. Rorke in his report takes strong 
ground against the bill now pending in Con- 
gress to amend the immigration laws. He 
describes its education standard as “ un- 
necessarily harsh and exacting.” 

Of 17,484 Irish immigrants whose destina- 
tions were known 8,758 remained in New 
York. All the Southern States combined, 
including Maryland and Texas, took only 
236 of them, and 183 of these, or more than 
half, went to Maryland, 





THE TALK OF BERLIN. 


Matters of Interest to Americans Ke- 
siding in the German Capital. 


BERLIN, Jan. 19.—The Journalists’ Club 
of Hamburg has adopted resolutions upon 
the recent rough usage by Count Rantzau, 
Bismarck’s son-in-law, of the representa- 
tive of the Hamburger Korrespondent, as- 
serting that Count Rantzau insulted the 
whole newspaper profession and calling 
upon the National Association of Journal- 
ists to resent officially the bad treatment 
of one of its members, whose only fault 
was curiosity in regard to the health of the 
nation’s greatest hero, Many assert that 
Count Rantzau’s action was the rougher be- 
cause he knew the journalist in question to 
belong to the chief rival of Bismarck’s own 
paper, the Nachrichten. 

The American Club in Berlin, to which 
nearly every resident American is expected 
to belong, has been organized, and the 
choice of a headquarters will not be long 
delayed, 

The musical event of the holidays in Ger- 
many was the production at Cologne of a 
new three-act comic opera called ‘‘ A Prince 
in Spite of Himself,” composed by Otto 
Lohse, formerly conductor of the Dam- 
rosch Orchestra in New York. 


Ex-President Cleveland to Preside. 


Ex-President Cleveland will preside at a 
public meeting in the interest of the move- 
ment for negro industrial education on the 
evening of Feb. 12, Lincoln Day. The meet- 
ing will be held at the Madison Square Gar- 
den Concert Hall, under the auspices of the 
Armstrong Association of this city, an or- 
ganization engaged primarily in promot- 
ing the work of the Hampton Institute. Be- 
sides Mr. Cleveland, the speakers will in- 
clude President Daniel Coit Gilman of 
Johns Hopkins University, President Chas. 
Cuthbert Hall of the Union Theological 
Seminary, Robert C. Ogden, Booker T. 
Washington of the Tuskegee Institute, and 
the Rev. Dr. Frissell of the Hampton Insti- 
tute, 

Admission to the meeting will be free, but 
by ticket, until 7:45. 


Water Supply for Ellis Island. 


Mayor Hoos of Jersey City yesterday re- 
ceived a letter from O, L, Spaulding, Assis- 
tant Secretary of the U. S, Treasury, ask- 
ing what had been done by the city in 
regard to the Government’s application for 
a@ supply of water to be furnished to Ellis 
Island. The application was made on Oct. 
27, 1897, but was never acted upon by the 
Street and Water Board, for the reason 
that there is no law under which the cit 
can lay the necessary pipe to the island. 
A proposition will now be submitted that 
the pipe shall be laid under the direction of 
the Treasury Department.

Edward Duff Also Fired at a Boarder

A. Duff shot and killed-‘his wife Nellie and 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Mary Maher, at 
their home, 45 Greene Street, this evening. 
The affair came near being a triple trag- 
edy, as James Reilley, a boarder, was fired 
at, but the bullet just grazed his neck. ; 

Mr. and Mrs. Duff had been married for 
about fourteen years, but for the past two 
years have not lived together. They 
had two children, a boy and a girl, aged ten 
and twelve years, respectively, who made 
their home with their mother. They were 
not in the house at the time of the tragedy. 

Duff is a machinist by trade, and latterly 
has been working in Hartford. It is said 
that last Christmas he called upon his wife 
and at ed ete of a pistol made her return 
to Hartford with him. She remained. there 
for a short while and then returned to her 
home here. 

While Mrs. Duff and her mother and 
Reilley were about to sit down to supper 
this evening, Duff again put in an appear- 
ance and demanded that his wife return 
to Hartford. She declined and Duff killed 
her, then after firing at the boarder, he 
followed his mother-in-law to her bedroom, 
where she had taken refuge, forced the door 
in_and shot her three times. 

Duff rushed into the street. A crowd had 
gathered, attracted by the shots, and tried 
to seize him, but he kept them at bay till 
a squad of police arrived and overpowered 
him. He was then taken to the Grand Ave- 
nue Station House: and later’ removed to 


Headquarters. He. refused to talk about the 
crime, 


PAVING IN NEW JERSEY CITIES. 


A Bill Proposed by Which Old Debts 
May Be Paid, 


A committee of five members of the Com- 
mon Council of Camden, N. J., held a con- 
sultation with Mayor Fagan and the Com-« 
mon Councilmen of Hoboken in the Ho- 
boken City Hall last night and decided to 
draft a bill to be presented to the New 
Jersey Legislature, permitting the cities 
of the State to pay for the repaving of 
their streets by issuing 4 per cent. bonds. 

According to the proposed bill the amount 
of the bonds issued in each city will be re- 
stricted according to population at the rate 
of $4 per capita. The bill will be drawn by 
ex-State Senator William D. Edwards. Its 
principal object is to provide a means for 
Hoboken, Camden, and other second-class 
cities in the State to pay for contracts for 
asphalt paving awarded some time ago 
under an act of the Legislature, which was 
coeeres unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Yourt. 

The proposed new bill also provides for a 
sinking fund in each city to liquidate the 
bonds. The bill will apply to all cities in 
general, with the exception of cities of the 


first class, which use license money to re- 
pave their streets.

AN UNSAFE RELIANCE, 


According to the financial statement of 
the State Commissioner of Excise, the 
receipts for liquor tax certificates, after 
deducting County Treasurers’ fees and 
the expenses of the Excise Department, 
amounted last year to $12,205,524, of 
which one-third, $4,068,508, went to the 
State Treasury and the other two-thirds, 
$8,137,016, was retained by the counties. 

Controller ROBERTS’s plan of tax re- 
form embodies the suggestion that the 
State relinquish to the local tax gatherers 
the proceeds of all direct property taxes, 
amounting last year to $11,751,837, and 
recoup itself in part by taking the entire 
$12,000,000 of excise moneys. 

It would be unwise and unsafe to build 
up a permanent system of State reve- 
nues upon so unstable a foundation as 
the Raines liquor law. It is a country- 
made law, forced upon the cities against 
their will. It is tolerated now only be- 
cause it is everywhere violated without 
penalty or evaded without detection. 
Whenever the legislative and executive 
power fall into the hands of the party 
opposed to the party responsible for the 
Raines law, it will be repealed or amend- 
ed. No man can foretell or foresee what 
revenue-producing power, if any, for 
State purposes, the new or amended ex- 
cise law would possess. 

The Legislature appropriated last year 
$26,962,705 for canals, schools, care of the 
insane, and for general purposes. If the 
Treasurer had counted on $12,000,000 of 
excise money for the present year, and 
the Legislature had seen fit to repeal the 
Raines law altogether, his budget would 
have been at once and violently disar- 
ranged. We think it would be unwise to 
expose our financial officers to such dis- 
tressing shocks, 








CUBA IN THE HOUSE. 

The debate in the House upon the res- 
olution to recognize the Cuban insurgents 
as belligerents was inconclusive, except 
upon one point. It was conclusive as to 
the weak, disorganized, and acephalous 
condition of the Democratic minority. 
This was exhibited in full. From a Re- 
publican point of view it must have been 
a gratifying exhibition, and we may sus- 
pect that it was for that reason that the 
Speaker allowed it to be made. He could 
have applied closure to the eloquence of 
Mr. Battey and Mr. Dz ARMOND some 
time before he did, and upon the ground 
upon which it was finally applied. But 
Mr. Rexgp is a good Republican, and as 
@ good Republican he must have taken 
@ malicious satisfaction in allowing the 
Democrats to show to the country their 
incapability. 

The capital mistake of the Democrats 
was that in putting their proposal to in- 
terfere in Cuba in the form of a resolu- 








tion to recognize the belligerency of the 
insurgents they put it on the weakest 
possible grounds. The President’s mes- 
sage argued this point ably and con- 
clusively. It showed that the course 
adopted by the Administration of Presi- 
dent GRANT twenty-two years ago, and 
then approved by Congress and the coun- 
try, applied equally to the present situa- 
tion. Nations do not recognize the bellig- 
erency of rebels in the interest of the 
rebels, but in their own interest, be- 
cause they cannot otherwise continue to 
do business with countries in which in- 
surrection prevails. No such question has 
been presented by the Cuban insurrec- 
tion, since the Cuban insurgents have 
never had control of a single seaport. To 
recognize their belligerency would do our- 
selves a great deal of harm without nec- 
essarily doing them any good. It would 
subject our vessels to search and possi- 
ble seizure not only in Cuban waters, but 
on the high seas, and enable Spain to 
stop supplies fox the insurgents wherever 
she might find them. In fact, the Presi- 
dent made it quite clear that if we were 
to take any action in behalf of the Cu- 
ban insurgents the only proper and ef- 
fective action we could take was an in- 
tervention on the ground of humanity. 
If the Democrats in Congress had made 
a motion for the adoption of that course 
they would have had a very strong case. 
Even on the basis of the President’s 
message no Republican could have had 
anything to say against such action, ex- 
cept that it was premature. And there 
would have been no reality in that pre- 
tense, because in fact the failure of the 
Spanish scheme of autonomy is as com- 
plete and definitive as it will be a year 
hence, and in the interval there is noth- 
ing but misery for the inhabitants of 
Cuba, 

The Democrats in the House had a 
strong case, and they chose to make a 
weak case. It is very sad. It is to the 
public interest, it is even to the interest 
of the Administration, that the opposition 
in Congress shall be intelligent and co- 
herent. But the kind of opposition that 
has been shown in Congress thus far is 
contemptible and negligible. It does not 
fairly or decently represent the opposi- 
tion in the country at large, and it en- 
courages the majority into greater ex- 
cesses, until the day of final reckoning 
arrives. 






























MANHATTAN’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The letter of, Mr. ORR to Mr. GouULD 
outlines a policy of extensions and im- 
provements for the Manhattan Railway 
Company’s system which would dimin- 
ish the discomforts and increase the 
speed of the morning and evening jour- 
neys between their homes and their 
places of business which New Yorkers 
now make at a snail’s pace and great 
inconvenience. It contemplates a real 
and substantial addition to the company’s 
present facilities, a performance in good 
faith of the promises recently made by 
Mr. GOULD. 

The plan of improvement suggested by 
Mr. Orr consists of three main features, 
the enlargement of the present structure, 
the strengthening of it to bear the in- 
creased traffic, and the extension of the 
lines to the north to afford relief to the 
northerly portions of the city now prac- 
tically without rapid transit facilities. 
No plan less comprehensive will afford 
any appreciable relief. 

Northward extensions to Bedford Park 
on the east side and to King’s Bridge on 
the west side are imperative. The pres- 
ent population of those portions of the 
city demand them, and they are essential 
to the growth and development of the 
city. But it becomes immediately appar- 
ent that new feeders to the Manhattan 
system, which would bring more passen- 
gers over the down-town lines, would at 
once choke up the lines already crowded 
to their full capacity. New facilities 
must be created for handling traffic be- 
low the Harlem and especially below Fif- 
ty-ninth Street. The only way to in- 
crease the facilities is to add new tracks 
either alongside or above the present 
tracks. That demands, of course, the 
strengthening of the structure, which is 
now burdened to the limit of safety in 
respect to speed and weight. Practically 
an entirely new structure would have to 
be built. If the company should deter- 
mine to make improvements that would 
fully meet the demand for rapid transit 
and make an underground tunnel unnec- 
essary it would probably find it cheaper 
to demolish the present structure alto- 
gether and build another in its place with 
four tracks. 

Then there is the question of compen- 
sation to the city and damages to prop- 
erty owners along the line. The law for- 
bids any grant to the company of the 
right to extend and improve its lines 
without an annual franchise payment to 
the city, to be fixed by the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners. There is some gossip to 
the effect that the company will ask the 
city to guarantee it against damage suits, 
but that is manifestly impracticable and 
improper. The company must take its 
chances, as it has had to do in the case 
of damzge suits on account of the pres- 
ent structure 

Tun Times had in view these funda- 
mental and essential features of any ade- 
quate improvement and extension of the 
Manhattan Company’s system when it 
roughly estimated the cost of its attempt 
to meet the demand for rapid transit at 
from thirty to thirty-five million dollars. 
Mr. OrR’s letter indicates that the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners would authorize 
Mr. GouLD to go ahead if his plans were 
really comprehensive, and he could give 
satisfactory assurances as to the time re- 
quired to complete the work. 

It is a magnificent opportunity for Mr. 
GouLp’s company. All the obstacles 
seem to have been removed from its 
pathway. There is a mint of money to be 
made in carrying folks up and down this 
town by anybody who will carry them

WEST INDIAN sUGARS. 


Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s scheme of a grant 
outright in favor of the British West In- 
dies does not seem to find much favor in 
Great Britain. It was not to be expected 
that it would. For half a century Eng- 
lishmen have been trained to regard any 
interference with commercial and indus- 
trial competition as a kind of immorality. 
Anything in the nature of a bounty or 
subsidy or grant to any industry is sure 
to meet with a very formidable opposi-* 
tion without reference to its specific mer~ 
its. 

The case stated by Mr. CHAMBDRLAIN 
is, however, rather peculiar. The at- 
tempt to manufacture sugar from beet- 
root instead of sugarcane is nearly as 
old as the century. NapoLzon prohibited 
the importation of cane sugar, really for 
the reason that it was kept out of France 
by the blockade, but ostensibly for the 
reason that beet sugar was better. But 
it is only within the last quarter of a 
century that the competition has become 
formidable, It has been made so by the 
system of bounties adopted by the beet 
sugar growing countries, and it has for 
some years been so successful that there 
is small profit in raisjng cane sugar. The 
sugar growers of the British West Indies 
complain of this, very naturally, and ask 
for duties on beet sugar which shall 
countervail the Continental bounties. 
The effect of imposing such duties would 
of course be to raise the price of sugar to 
the British consumer. Mr, CHAMBERLAIN 
objects to this because, among other 
reasons, the industry that would be pro- 
tected produces but 200,000 tons, while 
the British consumption amounts to 
1,500,000 tons. What he proposes is, 
therefore, a bounty to the British sugar 
planters to “ countervail’’ the bounty 
which enables the growers of beet sugar 
to undersell them. 

Nothing is easier than to say that the 
British consumer ought to take the ben- 
efit of the foreign bounties, and the colo- 
nial planter ought to look out for some 
more profitable crop, and in the mean- 
while to resign himself to starvation. 
But it takes a well-seasoned economist to 
apply this remedy. It seems likely that 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S measure will be 
adopted with such precautions as will 
make the effect of it not to continue a 
losing business, but to soften the transi- 
tion in the British West Indies from 
sugar growing to some other industries. 
The British possessions are no worse off 
than the rest of the West Indies. It is 
worth noting that the troubles of Cuba 
are only in part political and in as great 
part economical. Free Cuba could no 
more grow its former staple to advantage 
than can Jamaica and British Guiana. 





IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION. 

We do not attach as much: importance 
to the Immigration bill as do its most 
strenuous advocates. The principle of the 
measure is sound enough, as we have fre- 
quently argued, but the scope it will 
have is relatively limited. The total im- 
migration into the United States the last 
fiscal year was less than a quarter of a 
million, (230,832,) which is the smallest 
number in eighteen years. Certainly not 
over one-half of these would be excluded 
by the bill, and these would bear to the 
total population of the country the ratio 
of 1 to 600, which is not an alarming pro- 
portion of illiterate adults. 

An evil of much greater importance, as 
we have always insisted, is the reckless 
naturalization of foreign-born citizens. 
Here the reading test is absolutely nec- 
essary, for there is no other way by 
which a foreigner can acquire the knowl- 
edge of our Government which the law 
nominally requires and which common 
sense and patriotism certainly require. 
Citizens are made by the thousand, with 
the same right to vote as is possessed by 
those educated in our public schools at 
great public expense, who literally know 
less than nothing about our Government 
or the privileges and duties of a citizen. 
We say less than nothing because the 
ideas they have are all wrong. They are 
taught by the politicians who “ put them 
through the mill” that a vote is a thing 
to be sold, or to be cast at the dictation 
of an employer or padrone. No greater 
outrage on the Republic could be imag- 
ined. 

Yet this crime is not at all due to the 
unlettered and misguided immigrant. It 
is primarily committed by the Judges, in 
whose hands the law lodges ample dis- 
cretion. Every applicant for naturaliza- 
tion must satisfy the Court before which 
he appears that he is “of good moral 
character, attached to the principles of 
the Constitution of the United States, and 
well disposed to the good order and hap- 
piness of the same.” Here is a condition 
so broad and general that the Court may 
practically interpret it at discretion in 
the direction of severity. But by no 
stretch of interpretation can it justify a 
Judge in naturalizing a foreigner who 
does not understand the Constitution of 
the United States, to the principles of 
which he must be attached. And every 
Judge who does admit a foreigner of that 
sort violates his oath of office and de- 
serves the scorn and contempt of all de- 
cent citizens. 

In addition to this loose naturalization 
which prevails in nearly all the States— 
New York is now one of the rare excep- 
tions—there are twelve States in which 
aliens who have merely declared their 
intention to become citizens, and have 
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vote. These States are Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, Colorado, Indiana, Louisiana, 
Missouri, Nebraska, North Dakota, Ore- 
gon, South Dakota, Texas, and Wiscon- 
sin. Clearly the energies of those who 
dread the influence of immigration on 
the political life of the United States 
might better be directed toward protect- 
ing our citizenship and suffrage against 
the outrageous abuse to which it is sub- 
jected at our own hands. 








The story transmitted by the cable of 
the “ additional evidence” against DrEy- 
Fus is interesting and plausible. If the 
German Military Attaché at Paris had 
the name of Dreyrrvus on his list, and it 
was surreptitiously obtained from him and 
delivered to the French War Office, the 
fact is worth something as evidence. But 
before any lawyer or any fair-minded 
man would consent to admit it as a fact, 
he would demand an opoprtunity to ex- 
amine the witnesses. Now, it has been 
affirmed and never denied that the only 
evidence ever brought to Drreyrus’s own 
knowledge was the inculpating memo- 
randum whch three experts out of five 
thought he wrote. That his name was on 
an Official list of German spies is an alle- 
gation which he never had the chance of 
meeting or exposing. The procedure by 
which such an allegation could be admit- 
ted as evidence, without the knowledge 
of the accused, is indefensible. And, be- 
sides, the story, as told, has its weak 
points. Why should it “ imperil the na- 
tional denfense”’ to let it be known that 
DREYFUS was in the pay of a German at- 
taché who is no longer at Paris? The 
presumption increases that M. ZoLa 
knew what he was about in challenging 
prosecution, and that what the French 
Ministry fear, not for the sake of the na- 
tional defense, but for its own, is that 
the manner in which the conviction of 
DREYFUS was obtained may be publicly 
exposed. 


A PO EEE TL 
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—-Charity of the sort that appeals not 
less to the judgment than to the emotions 
is illustrated by the work which has been 
done for almost thirty years by the Society 
for the Relief of the Destitute Blind, and 
the appeal of the Trustees for aid, financial 
and other, in the maintenance of their 
home on Amsterdam Avenue deserves and 
doubtless will receive a prompt and gen- 
erous response from the metropolitan’ pub- 
lic. Ever since its foundation, this society 
has endeavored to do more than collect 
and distribute alms among the blind. In 
some cases, of course, nothing more than 
that can be accomplished, but in others, 
more numerous, the victims of affliction re- 
tain the ability, if properly instructed and 
assisted, to become either partially or 
wholly self-supporting. It is to the further- 
ance of this end—the saving of the blind 
from the state of helpless and humiliat- 
ing dependence, waich is so often the most 
dreadful consequence of their malady—that 
the society devotes most of its attention. 
The results have been highly encouraging, 
and lack of funds alone prevents the rapid 
extension of the good work. Already most 
of the male inmates of the home have 
steady and remunerative employment, and 
it is hoped that the women, too, will soon 
be able to earn by their willing industry 
the cost of their own support. 





—Remarks that appeared in this column 
on the subject of drug clerks and the long 
hours of work that are imposed upon them 
have inspired a Second Avenue druggist to 
defend his class from the charges so often 
made against them. No one who read his 
letter could have seen in it anything more 
than a begging of the whole question. The 
writer first took up the matter of extor- 
tionate prices, and tried to prove that the 
percentage of profit in the drug business is 
very small. With this aim he mentionad 
three proprietary articles of the sort in 
which outside competition is fiercest and 
easiest, and asked us to infer from the 
small margin on which these articles are 
handled that the difference between cost 
and price is much the same on the rest of 
his stock. This is an amusing non sequitur, 
for to show that a man when under stern 
compulsion acts in a certain way is clear 
evidence that he acts in just the con- 
trary manner when free to do as he chooses. 
As to the overworking of clerks our cor- 
respondent said that he himself, who had 
no clerks, worked from 7 o’clock in the 
morning till 11 o’clock at night, seven days 
in the week, and did not even leave his 
store for meals. This demonstrates many 
things, but hardly that drug clerks are 
not kept on duty for periods cruelly and 
dangerously long. As a matter of fact, 
everybody knows that they are so kept, just 
as everybody knows that the average prof- 
its on drugs, and especially those sold as 
“ prescriptions,” are simply enormous. 





—After deliberation as long and earnest 
as the gravity of the subject demanded, the 
Committee on Public Institutions of the 
Virginia Senate has reported adversely the 
bill to make flirtation a misdemeanor, which 
was recently submitted for its considera- 
tion. That such a measure should have 
been referred to this particular commit- 
tee throws much light on the importance 
and character of flirting, as judged by Vir- 
ginians, and a humorist would doubtless 
say many pleasant things in regard to 
public institutions in general and in special. 
The matter is a serious one, however, and 
the course of these thoughful statesmegzg 
really should not be made the excuse for 
frivolous jests. It seems that of the nine 
members of the committee only two had 
so forgotten the days of their youth as 
to favor the suppression of an art so ancient 
and so provocative of emotion, simply be- 
cause Senators are supposed to have aban- 
doned its practice. The other seven pre- 
ferred to win the sympathies of Virginian 
constituencies by condemning the cruel and 
useless project as against nature and policy 
alike. Report has it that a fight in behalf 
of the bill will be made when the time for 
final action in the Senate comes, but there 
is little chance that the effort will be suc- 
cessful, for the committee’s verdict will be 
earnestly defended by two well-known mem- 
bers of the Senatorial Bachelors’ Club, and 
their advocacy will doubtless have great 
weight.

THE MERRY WAR OF WORDS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Red-handed from the slaughter of “‘ shall,” 
“will,” “ought,” and “ should,” Mr. Wen- 
dell turns—in your issue of Sunday—not 
merely against such weakling phrases as 
“stopping at an hotel for two months,” 
“awfully jolly,” “curious fact,” and 
“pretty good,” (for this use of “ pretty” 
see Shakespeare, Bunyan, Addison, &c., 
passim,) but, like Don Quixote and the 
Windmill, against a whole defenseless dic- 
tionary. To quote him: “ The Century Dic- 
tionary is doing, in my opinion, much to 
degrade our language. It is often said, as 
a boast, I suppose, that it contains all the 
words and their meanings which are in use 
in America, including dialect, slang, mis- 
formed and misused words. Since there 
is nobody in this country authorized to de- 
cide what the correct use of a word is, as 
the Academy does in France, and since 
many Americans follow the custom of be- 
Heving that the latest is necessarily the 
best in dictionaries, as in hotels, it is be- 
coming very difficult to teach young people 
accurate English. The Century Dictionary, 
in my opinion, adds to this task. For ex- 
ample, a man was corrected for using the 
word ‘suppositious,’ on the ground that it 
was not properly formed. He consulted 
Webster, and the correct word is ‘sup- 
posititious.’ The Century gives both words 
without stating which is right.” 

Let us hear the Century itself in its 
preface, speaking of its vocabulary: “It is 
therefore better to err on the side of broad 
inclusiveness than of narrow exclusive- 
ness” and ‘‘ no English dictionary can well 
include every form of word that has been 
used by any English writer or speaker. 
‘There is a very large number of words and 
forms * * * which have no practical 
claim on the lexicographer”; and, again, 
“in the preparation of the definitions of 
common words there has been at hand, be- 
sides the material generally accessible to 


students of the language, a special collec- 
tion of quotations selected for this work 
from English books of all kinds and of all 
periods of the language, which is probably 
much larger than any that has hitherto 
been made for the use of an English dic- 
tionary, except that accumulated by the 
Philological Society of London,’’

and “ supposititious’’: The Century, it is 
true, does not say which word is right; it 
states—and this is more to the p 
that the former 1s obsolete, (see table of 
symbols at beginning of each volume.)

We are lost in wonder at the speeches of 
William and Henry. Caricaturists think of 
nothing else. French doctors begin to think 
the younger and milder brother more of 
“‘a case” than the elder. Both are inex- 
plicable to those who do not know the 
history of their forebears. May we not find 
some links in the chain of causation in the 
early years of grandmamma’s reign? She 
was not a conceited woman, nor was the 
Prince’s grandpapa a vain man; but the 
Queen’s egotism must have been powerfully 
stimulated and kept alive from 1837 to the 
end of 1840. The Empress Frederick, who 
dates from that time, had a strong dose of 
egotism from her birth. She felt at her 


christening that she was the heroine of the 
féte. Was she then more than six weeks 
old? When scarcely two years old she 
objected to the Queen calling her Missy 
and reminded her that she was “ the Prin- 
cess Royal.” The German Emperor like- 
wise resented being called ‘“‘ Willie” by his 
mother. Idolatrous enthusiasm was shown 
by the English middle classes whenever the 
Queen and Prince showed themselves in 
public with their children. This worship 
would have increased the sense of the big I 
in the eldest Princess, .who was precocious 
and set up as a genius in the family circle. 
But her natural good sense held egotism 
in its place. What was latent in her has 
become patent in her eldest son, on whom 
in boyhood English adulation had a marked 
effect. Bismarck also flattered him for his 
own purposes. What with all this, and the 
too early succession to the crown, he has 
lost the faculty of.self-criticism. His grand- 
mother on the paternal side had this 
faculty. Circumstances gave it strength. 
But she had a deep fund of hidden vanity. 
She was in her way a strange being. But 
all that made for eccentricity was con- 
stantly repressed and one only saw a 
woman of rare distinction. One should not 
forget that she was the granddaughter of 
the Emperor Paul. A good deal of unruly 
Brunswick blood flowed in her veins. Paul’s 


indefatigable and yet spasmodic activity 


seems to break out in the German Em- 
peror. The Brunswick unruliness is also 
atent in his words and deeds. Analyze 
him well, and you will find a resemblance 
to George IV., who imagined he won the 
battle of Waterloo, and to the speech- 
making William IV. William was always 
firing off speeches. They showed lots of go 
and fluency, but were often strange.

SECOND NIGHT OF THE SEASON 


Mr. Kraus in the Title Role, Mme 
Gadski as Elizabeth, and Mr. Bisp- 
ham as Wolfram — Debut of 
Mile. Barna. 








Last night, the second of the season of 
grand opera under the management of 
Messrs. Damrosch and Ellis at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, was devoted to a per- 
formance of Wagner ‘“ Tannhauser.” 
There was a large audience of brilliant ap- 
pearance, and there was no mistaking the 
note of sincerity in the applause. The gal- 
lery was crowded, an evidence that musie 
lovers who cannot afford to pay for high- 
priced seats mean to take advantage of the 
present opportunity to hear some of their 
favorite works. The performance was one 
of much merit. From beginning to end it 
was characterized by great earnestness and 
devotion on the part of all concerned in 
it. There were shortcomings and mo- 
ments of roughness, to be sure, but these 
were atoned for by more numerous mo- 
ments of excellence. Perhaps something 
more might have been made of the short 
ballet at the beginning of the first act, but 
for some reason little is usually done with 
this, The entrance to the hall of song in 
the second act was well done, and the 
sonorous singing of the chorus in this scene 
added to its general effect. The end of 
the first act, as usual, served to introduce 
the familiar spirited entrance of dogs and 
horses. The horses always suffer from 
stage fright, but the dogs act like old stag- 
ers. The Wartburg Castle was perched 
perilously on a most precipitous cliff, but 
there was 2 very pretty little shepherd, who 
sang very prettily, on a very pretty little 
rock, and that was something. 

But there need be no disposition to carp 
at Mr. Damrosch’s presentation of “ Tann- 
hauser.” On the whole, it was good, and it 
began with a really excellent performance 
of the familiar overture, conducted with 
knowledge and authority by Mr. Damrosch. 
But the majority of the audience doubtless 
took most interest in the doings of the 
principal singers, and these were generally 
commendable. Ernst Krans, the young 
tenor, who appeared here under a cloud 
last season, owing to a persistent cold, was 
in his right voice last night, and gave his 
hearers an opportunity to judge of his abil- 
ities. He has @ fine stage presence, and he 
acts with dignity and with a good deal of 


detail in @xpression of face, bearing, and 
gesture. He is a man of considerable mag- 
netism and possesses the faculty of holding 
the interest of the audience. What he does 
he does with assurance and an air of au- 
thority. He has a voice of much power and 
of excellent quality, as German tenors go. 
His singing is deficient in polish. One misses 
the fluent cantabile of a finished artist, but 
there is force and earnestness in the dec- 
lamation. The tenor’s worst faults are a 
peculiar guttural attack, an open delivery, 
and a habit of breaking his phrases up into 
small fragments, These faults are common 
among German singers and some people 
think they are an essential part of the true 
Wagnerian declamation. THz NEW YorRK 
TIMES has for years held that they were not 
so, and its doctrines have of late received 
ample verification on the stage of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House. Still those who 
heard Mr. Kraus last Winter will like him 
much better this season, 

Mile. Barna, an American singer, who 
comes from San Francisco, made her début 
as Venus. She has a soprano voice of good 

uality, but hardly of power equal to the 

emands of such an exacting part as Venus. 
She was obliged last night to force the voice 
so that her method seemed to be largely 
made of main strength and an honest deter- 
mination to do or die. She does not seem to 
possess much dramatic ability, and will 
robably succeed better in parts requiring 
ess vigor. 

David Bispham was heard for the first 
time as Wolfram. It seems hardly neces- 
sary to say that this admirable artist added 
something to the esteem in which he already 
stands. There is a gentleness, a tenderness 
in his style that is thoroughly in keeping 
with such a part as Wolfram. His voice 
was in excellent condition, and he sang all 
his music with polished method and with 
much expression, 

Mme, Gadski’s Elizabeth has already won 
favor by its sweet womanliness, The so- 
prano was in good voice last night, and, al< 
though she occasionally iapsed a trifle from 
the pitch, she sang generally with good ef- 
fect. Her ‘“‘ Dich theure Halle” was broad 
and dignified, and she sang the prayer in 
the third act with a great deal of feeling. 
Our old friend Emil Fischer has only the 
remnant of his once noble voice, but with 
that remnant he sings like an artist. Hig 
Landgrave last night was the same digni- 
fied performance as of old. Ellison Van 
Hoose, a second tenor of the company, was 
heard in the smail part of Walther von der 
Vogelweide, in which he sang the solo in 
the second act neatly. The other small 
parts were in fairly competent hands, and 
Miss Mattfeld sang the shepherd’s little 
solo, as before intimated, agreeably. 

The chorus generally did its work fairly 
well, and in places excellently. Mr. Dam- 
rosch shows improvement in his conducting, 
and he has a really fine orchestra. The 
conductor’s tempi in some places were 
somewhat questionable, notably in the finale 
of the second act, but on the whole his 
work was excellently done. There was a 
great deal of erithusiasm at the close of 
the second act.

Warehouses Near 


Ancona Entered by Force. 


ROME, Jan. 19.—There were renewed dis- 
orders to-day in the poor quarter of Ancona, 
which is inhabited by Anarchists and So- 
cialists. A number of men and women at- 


tempted to barricade the streets; but the 
police cleared the thoroughfares and 
arrested several. 

Troops are scouring the country, arresting 
suspicious bands of tramps. The agitation 
against the price of bread is spreading to 
other towns. A crowd assembled in front 
of the Town Hall at Sinigaglia, sixteeh 
miles northwest of Ancona, and demanded 
relief. The Mayor gave a conciliatory reply; 
but the mob, which consisted chiefly of 
women, invaded the railway depot and the 
warehouses of Prince Ruspoli, where they 
seized a quantity of grain. The troops 
finally restored order. 

There has been another slight disturbance 
at Mecerata, about twenty miles south of 
Ancona. 

Several hundred workpeople have ap- 
peared in the district of Latorreta, and cay- 
alry has been dispatcher there.

BERLIN, Jan. 19.—A bill already approved 
by the Bundesrath (Federal Council) will 
go to the Reichstag to-morrow increasing 
the North German Lloyd Steamship Com- 
pany’s subsidy by 1,500,000 marks for fifteen 
years, on condition of a fortnightly service 
to China and an acceleration of speed to 
fourteen knots. ,

LONDON, Jan. 20.—The Times, in its 
financial article, says: “ Without doubt the 
adoption of Senator Teller’s resolution will 
have no effect; but the committee’s action, 
even if not approved by the Senate, is a 
bad sign for real currency reform.”’

PEKIN, Jan. 19.—The Tsung-li-Yamen, 
\(Chinese Foreign Office) has had ‘another 
conference on the subject of the loan, which 
is still unsettled. Besides the right to ex- 
tend the Burmah Railroad through Yun- 
Nan Province, the most southwestern pro- 
vinee of China, Great Britain asks the right 
to build railroads through the Province of 
Sze-Shuan, (north of Yun-Nan) and a third 
treaty port is demanded, the identity of 
| which, no doubt, is Siang-Yin, just south of 
Tung Ting Lake, in the Province of Hu- 
Nan, which Japan proposed to mn at the 
time of the Shimoneseki negotiations. 

The proposed opening of the Port of 
Talien-Wan, on the Liao-Tung Peninsula, 
and north of Port Arthur, a position which 
would command the railroad connecting 
Port Arthur with the north and Manchuria, 
continues to be the chief difficulty, Russia 
desiring to keep the whole ‘of Manchuria 
'for herself. Neither power is willing to

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DEAN LIDDELL DEAD. 


Author of a Greek Lexicon and His- 
tory of Rome, and English Edu- 
ecator, Passes Away. 
LONDON, Jan. 19,—The Very Rev. Henry 
George Liddell, the former Dean of Christ 
Church, Oxford, died here to-day. He was 
born in 1811, and was at one time Chaplain 

to the Prince Consort. 





Dr. Liddell’s name is familiar in American 
colleges as being associated with the well- 
known Liddell and Scott Greek Lexicon, in 
the writing of which the man who has just 
died was a co-laborer with Dr. Scott of 
Balliol College. A seventh and enlarged 


edition a peered in 1883. 
Dr, Lid ell was educated at the Charter 


House School and at Christ Church, Ox- 
ford. He received a double B. A. degree in 
1833 in classics and mathematics. e be- 
came senior student, tutor, and censor of 
Christ Church, select preacher in 1842 and 
1847, classical examiner in 1844 and 1845, 
and Professor of Moral Philosophy in 1845. 
Dr. Liddell was Head Master of Westmin- 
ster School from 1846 to 1855, when he suc- 
ceeded Dean Gaisford. For many years 
-prior to 1891 he was Vice Chancellor of Ox- 
ord University. 

His “‘ History of Rome,” written in 1855, 
is, next to that of Mommsen, the best ac- 
cessible work on the political history of the 
ancient city and empire. After his retire- 
ment from Oxford Dr. Liddell lived the life 
of a literary recluse in Ascot. 


HICKS-BEACH AT BRISTOL. 


Sir Michael Has Faith in the Navy in 
War—Canada Should Help. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer, speak- 
ing at Bristol this evening, ridiculed the 
notion of providing granaries as had been 
Suggested in some quarters. He said he 
was convinced the British Navy was strong 
enough to hold its own, and in any war 


Engiand would have many friends ready to 
supply corn, 

Referring to the coming budget estimates, 
he said these would show that the Gov- 
ernment was fully alive to keeping up the 
standard of the army and navy, though, he 
deciared, it was not creditable to Canada 
or fair to English taxpayers that such a 
colony should practically contribute nothing 
to the naval defenses of the empire. He 
‘hoped Canada would soon turn her atten- 
tion to this matter, adding that he was 
convinced that if she did not, the day would 
come when she would have “a rude awak- 
= which would be entirely her own 
ault.”’ 

In concluding his speech, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer announced that China 
had approached England for assistance to 
Pay the Japanese indemnity, and that the 
negotiations were still pending. The news- 
paper statements on the gubject he char- 
acterized as inaccurate and incomplete. 
The Government was not ashamed of these 
negotiations, and believed the country would 
approve them. He could see no reason why 
foreign powers should object; but if the 
negotiations failed Great Britain would take 
her stand on existing treaty rights.

George Frederic Betts. 


George Frederic Betts, who died on Tues- 
day night at his residence, 102 Madison Ave- 
nue, was for twenty-five years, until 1878, 
Clerk of the United States District Court 
and United States Commissioner. He was 
a son of the late Samuel Rossiter Betts, 
from 1827 to 1867 Judge of the United States 
Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New York. 

Mn. Betts was graduated at Williams Col- 
lege in 1844, at the age of seventeen years, 
with high honors. He attended the Har- 


vard Law School, and afterward studied 
with Butler & Evarts, and was admitted to 
ractice at the age of twenty-one years. 

@ became a partner in the firm of Beebe, 
Betts & Donohue, and at the age of twen- 
ty-six years became the junior partner of 
Francis B. Cutting, who was at that time 
the leader of the New York bar. Later, his 
health ere out, and, after a season of 
travel, he accepted e appointment of 
Clerk of the United States District Court 
under his father, Judge Betts. Prior to the 
breaking out of the war Mr. Betts was 
Lieutenant Colonel of the old Washington 
Grays, now the Highth Regiment of mili- 
tia. en Fort Sumter was fired on, he 
enlisted and went to the front as Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of the Ninth Regiment of New 
York, Volunteers, and participated in the 
campaigny of that regiment. 

Mr. Betts was for many years a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the Five Points 
House of Industry, acting as Secretary of 
the board, and was also a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the New York Institu- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb, and was con- 
nected with many other philanthropic and 
charitable organization, He was a mem- 
ber of the Union League Club, one of the 
and g uember of the Unierity than nok 

er 0. 6 University Club and o 
the Loyal Legion. He married Hilen Porter 
stepdaughter of the Hon. Charles Stoddard 
of Boston, Mass., who survives him, with 
four children—Samuel R. Betts of this city, 
Mrs. John Addison Porter, /wife of Presi- 
dent McKinley’s private secretary; Mrs, 
Wolcott Howell Johnson of Boston, and 
Mrs. Wells, wife of T. Tileston Wells, Sen- 
ator Lexow’s law partner.

Abraham Schlesinger, 


Abraham Schlesinger died at his resi- 
dence, 240 East Fifty-third Street, yester- 
day, at the age of seventy-five years. Mr. 
Schlesinger was born in Cassel, Hesse- 
Darmstadt, and came to this country in 
1848. Three years later he began the man- 


ufacture of uniforms for the Police Depart- 
ment, and had been supplying the mem- 
bers of the force ever since as the head of 
the firm of A. Schlesinger & Sons. He-was 
also a member of the firm of Leo Schlesin- 
ger & Co., and was for twenty-two years 
Treasurer of Centennial Lodge, F. and 
A. M. Mr. Schlesinger was prominently 
identified with many Hebrew charitable in- 
stitutions, among them the Mount Sinai 
Hospital, Hebrew Orphan Asylum, Monte- 
fliore Home, Home for Aged and Infirm He- 
brews, the Hebrew Sheltering Guardian So- 
ciety, and the Hebrew Technical Institute. 
He was a widower, and leaves six sons— 
Leo Schlesinger, Vice President of the Me- 
chanics and Traders’ Bank; Marks, Moses, 
Baldwin, William, and Isaac Schlesinger. 

Funeral services will be held at his late 
residence on Friday morning, the Rev. Dr. 
Benjamin and the Rev. Dr. Kartchmaroff 
Officiating.

Pierre Leonce Detroyat. 


Pierre Leonce Détroyat, who died Tues- 
day in Paris, had been chiefly known 
through his association with the ill-starred 
expedition of the Austrian Maximilian to 


Mexico in the early sixties. He was Sec- 
ond Secretary of the Navy Department of 
the Mexican Empire and chief of Maximil- 
jlan’s Military Cabinet. 

When Napoleon III. began to withdraw 
the French troops from American soil he 
was charged to convey Empress Charlotte 
to Europe. In Paris he expressed freely his 
ideas of the attitude of Gen. Bazaine and 
fearlessly criticised the way the campaign 
was being conducted. He had an open 
nase with the French Emperor, and was 
orbidden to return to Mexico. 

Remaining in Paris, in 1867 he undertook 
the editorship of La Liberté, under the 
pseudonym of “LL. du Bourneuf.”’ In 1869 
he purchased La Liberté and used it for the 
benefit of the Government. In 1876 he sold 
La Liberté and started Le Bon Sens. In 
the same year he became editorial writer 
on L/Estafette, founded by M. de Villemes- 
sant, and finally purchased a controlling in- 
terest in it. 





Mrs. Themas Purdy. 


Mrs, Thomas Purdy of Purdy Station, N. 
Y., died suddenly yesterday morning of 
heart disease at 24 East Forty-seventh 
Street, where she was boarding for the 


Winter with her husband and son. Mrs. 
Purdy, who was not far from middle age, 
had been a sufferer from heart disease for 
eight or nine years.

CONDITIONS IN THE WEST. 





President Horace G, Burt of the Union" 


Pacific Railway, who is at present in this 
city, talked yesterday to a representative 
of Tom NEw YORK TimBs regarding West- 
ern business and railroad conditions. Mr. 
Burt thinks the present state of affairs most 
satisfactory, and looks upon the prospects 
for the future as exceptionally bright. Mr. 
Burt said: 

“Everything in the West looks well, and 
the outlook is decidedly encouraging. There 
is a condition of unusual activity in that 
section, something unknown for years. 
From all directions come cheerful reports of 
business happenings, and men whose ex- 
perience reflects the condition of the prin- 
cipal interests are agreed that the country 
is now in the midst of established prosper- 
ity. The progress achieved through the 
large returns from the sale of agricultural 
products and the consequent traffic move- 
ment along the railroads has been of a re- 
markable character, and trade improvement 
in almost every line has since been felt. 

“ Railroads at this time of the year have 
to divide business, yet the results when a 
comparison is made between them and those 
of former years are extremely satisfactory. 
Business for the rest of the year promises 
to be good, and Western people look forward 
to a time of marked improvement over last 
year. 

“There have been two years of favorable 
crops, and the conditions so far indicate a 
good crop in the coming season. It is need- 
less to say that with good crops there will 
be considerable railroad activity, apart from 
the natural increase which follows indus- 
trial prosperity. 

“It seems to me that the rate situation 
is in a fairly satisfactory way at the 
present time. It ig better than it has been, 
and the prospects are for still greater im- 
provement in that direction. There is a 
prevailing policy of well-defined conserv- 
atism on the part of the railroads in the 
management of their affairs which cannot 
but have results that will prove in every 
way satisfactory to the various railroad in- 
terests. 

* Conditions in the West point te a year 
of solid prosperity for the railroads and the 
people generally. Business there is good 
now, and will be better as the year ad- 
vances.”’ 


IN THE IRON TRADE. 

In its weekly review of the iron trade, The 
Iron Age to-day will: say: 

“Considering the season, an unusual 
amount of business is being done in rolling 
mill products of all kinds, at prices which, 
however, are low, except in those cases 
where an understanding among manufact- 
urers keeps down kni b 

“The drift toward better co-operation 
among producers is becoming more and 
more pronounced, aided by the growing 
prospect of a very heavy tonnage for the 
current year. 

“There is a very good prospect that the 
largest single branch, the rail trade, will 
soon get into much better sha It un- 
derstood that harmonious relations have 
been established among the leading rail 
mills East and West. Since the Pennsyl- 
vania order for 100,000 tons for 1898 was 
placed, contracts have been closed by a 
number of railroads which add fully 150,000 
tons to the work in hand. The latter, it is 
estimated, aggregates now fully 1,200,000 
tons of standard tee rails, or more than 
was rolled of all kinds of rails in the whole 
year 1896, the 1897 figures not being avail- 
able yet. Since some of the systems 
have not placed their orders, it looks as 
though we were to have a relatively good 
rail year, and it is not impossible that dur- 
ing the active rail laying season the mills 
may be pretty well crowded for deliveries. 

“Those interested in the wire consolida- 
tion are expressing in a more and more 
pronounced manner their belief in the ulti- 
mate success of their undertaking. Occa- 
sional ‘little snags’ encountered are not 
hampering progress, which has reached the 
point that officers of the American Steel 
and Wire Company have nm elected. 

“The example of the pecoeees wire con- 
solidation is inspiring the tin-plate man- 
ufacturers, who have begun negotiations 
for a control of that great and growing 
industry. The preliminary steps have been 
taken, and thus far there has been some 
encouragement. The number of plants is 
large, however, and the capacity for inde- 
pendent action of recalcitrant works under 
the lee of a consolidation is not easily 
measured, 

“The pig iron market is in a nervous 
condition over threatened overburdening of 
the market. Weak spots keep cropp'! up 
in Bessemer and in foundry metal e 
balance is so evenly poised that it takes 
little to disturb its equilibrium, The pro- 
duction, no doubt, is tremendous; that is a 
conspicuous fact. The consumption at this 
time of years is a matter rather of estimates 
for the future, and is not easily brought 
home. 

**In some branches, as in rails and car 
material, we are now sure that it will show 
a marked expansion over 1897. But we do 
not know what it is to be in such branches 
as in cast iron pipe. with its tonnage of 
from 500,000 to 600, tons annually, nor in 
other smaller lines in the foundry trade.” 








THE “KLONDIKE STOCKS.” 


‘Again yesterday the Northern Pacific 
stocks’ showed notable strength and activity. 
The common stock was the most largely 
traded in issue on the list, its total of trans- 
actions amounting to nearly 43,000 shares.

THE KING’S BRIDGE TRENCHES. 


Commissioner Keating Will Have 
Them Filled if He Hears Favora- 
bly from the Corporation Counsel, 


Commissioner of Highways James P. 
Keating has made up his mind to have the 
mile or more of trenchés which the Third 
Avenue Railroad Company opened on the 
King’s Bridge Road more than a year ago 
closed at once, even if he is obliged to 
have the work done under his personal 
supervision. He waited all day yesterday 


for an opinion from Corporation Counsel 
Whalen as to his right in the matter, but 
the meeting of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment took up so much of Mr. 
Whalen’s time that he found it impossible 
to render the decision which Commissioner 
Keating asked for on Tuesday. 

Mr. eating wrote to the railroad com- 
pany some time ago, saying that unless the 
company commenced the work of filling its 
trenches before Tuesday, he would set men 
to do the work, and force the company to 
pay for it. The company refused to begin 
the work, and its President, Mr. Elias, sent 
Mr. Keating a letter in which he practically 
defied him, 

To a reporter for THE NEw YORK TIMES, 
Mr. Keating said yesterday: ‘‘I am quite 
certain of my right to have these trenches 
filled in and to foree the raiiroad company 
to pay for the work, but rather than that 
there should be any mistake, by which the 
city would be put to a loss, t shall wait 
until Corporation Counsel Whalen finds time 
to give me his opinion. I shall begin wes

A. E. Orr, the Commission’s Presi- 


dent, Asks Mr. Gould for the 
Manhattan Company’s Plans. 











AN APPLICATION NOW INVITED 


Ready to Allow Elevated Railroad Ex- 
tensions Under Certain Condi- 
tions—Mr. Gould Promises 
a Reply Soon. 








In accordance with the resolution adopted 
at Monday’s meeting of the Rapid Transit 
Commission, President Orr wrote yesterday 
te President Gould of the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railroad Company asking @ statement 
of his plans toward the solution of the rapid 
transit problem. Mr. Orr reminds Mr. Gould 
that more than a year ago, after the board 
had decided that it had no power to grant 


certain privileges asked for by the elevated 


company, he wrote explaining the stand the 


board took and asking further information. 
He received no reply to that communication. 

His letter of yesterday was as follows: 

‘On June 11, 1896, you presented to the 
Board of Rapid Transit Commissioners the 
formal application of the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company for leave to construct many 
miles of railroad over streets not then oc- 
cupied by your railroad, and to enlarge 
your structure in certain streets then occu- 
pied by it, and this application was supple- 
mented, and to a certain extent modified, by 
an oral communication made by you to the 
board on the same day, by a letter from you 
to the board, dated July 15, 1896, and by an 
amended application filed by you with the 
board on July 16, 1896. 

“Upon the examination of this applica- 
tion, (as thus amended and modified,) which 
was immediately undertaken by the board, 
it appeared that your company had made 
application for certain privileges, including 
the right to run surface railroads upon 
many miles of streets, which this board had 
no power to grant; that it contained no as- 
surance that such additional franchises as 
might be granted would be exercised within 
a reasonable time; that it contained no offer 
to compensate the city for the valuable 
franchises thus sought, (although this board 
had no authority, under the law, to grant 
such franchises without exacting reason- 
able compensation); that it was technically 
defective in other particulars; and, finally, 
that it was based upon the condition, with 
which this board had no power to comply, 
that your company should be insured in 
some manner by the city against all claims 
for damages of property holders whose 
properties might be injured by the altera- 
tions and extensions of your railroad thus 
sought by you, 

“ At the instruction of the board, I accord- 
ingly wrote to you on Aug. 6, 1896, pointing 
out the respects wherein the application so 
made by you embraced matters transcend- 
ing the powers of the board, and other 
particulars in which it was deemed insuffi- 
cient, and I added that ‘the board hopes 
that your company, in view of the excep~ 
tional privileges it has received from the 
city and of the exceptional advantages it 
has enjoyed for the extension of rapid tran- 
sit facilities will promptly amend its ap- 
plication so that the board can lawfully, 
and also explicitly, and understandingly 
deal with it.’ And I also conveyed to you 
the assurance of the board that, ‘upon re- 
ceiving such an application the board under- 
taken to reach its determination without 
delay.’ 

“This letter did not imply criticism of 
your obvious, and very proper, desire to ob- 
tain the best possible terms for the stock- 
holders of the important railroad repre- 
sented by you. And the criticism of your 
application contained in it was simply de- 
signed to bring about an understanding so 
explicit as to render possible some further 
application on your part which should be 
framed more liberally in the interests of 
the public, and should not be based upon 
illegal or ampenesnie conditions. 

“To this letter the board has received 
no reply, and the application thus made by 
your company is still pending before this 
board, but in such a shape, and based upon 
such conditions, that the board is without 
p over to deal with it. It is, however, and 
always has been, the opinion 
that exceedingly valuable, and practically 
exclusive franchises now possessed by your 
company, in some of the’ streets of this 
city, would enable it, if its present struc- 
tures were enlarged, strengthened; and were 
extended to the North, under the authori- 
zation of this board, to greatly increase its 
capacity and to afford a large measure of 
relief to that section of the city lying within 
the northerly portion of New York County, 
which is now practically deprived of all 
means of rapid transportation to the lower 
and more populous parts of the city, and 
that these much-needed facilities could be 
afforded by your company more quickly, 
and perhaps at less expense, than by any 
other corporation. 

‘in view of these considerations, and of 
your own reported statement that ii is the 
desire of your company to enlarge and ex- 
tend its present facilities, the Rapid Transit 
Board instructs me to invite from your 
company a prompt application for such ad- 
ditional facilities or extensions as it may 
now desire; and to add to this invitation 
the assurance that this board is willing to 
go as far in granting additional facilities, 
upon assurance of prompt action on the part 
of your company and of its willingness to 
make due compensation to the city, as the 
interests of the city and the requirements 
of the law will persnit.”’ 

Mr. Gould yesterday declined to discuss 
the letter. He said he had received and 
read it and would dictate a reply to it within 
a day or two, as soon as he could find time. 

With regard to the rumor that a scheme 
of transfers was to be arranged between 
the elevated railroad and the cars of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company, 
President Vreeland said he knew nothing 
about it.

REFORMATORIES CRITICISED. 


Recorder Gofi’s 
in Sending a Young Man to 
the Penitentiary. 








Emphatic Remarks 


Recorder Goff, in the General Sessions 
Court yesterday, expressed himself em- 
phatically on the subject of sending pris- 
oners to the Elmira Reformatory, when 
passing sentence on Ernst Corser, twenty- 
three years old, of 268 West One Hundred 
and Seventeenth Street, who had pleaded 
guilty to grand larceny in the second de- 
gree. He was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for three months. The prisoner was ar- 
rested on complaint of Herbert J. Corser, 
Jr., his brother, who accused him of stea]- 
ing $48 from his bureau. The defendant 
said he had gone into his brother’s room 
after a pair of cuffs and found the money 
lying on the bureau. 

** Ordinarily I would send you to the El- 
mira Reformatory,” said the Recorder, 
“but I have always hesitated to send 
young men there for the reason that it 
frequently happens that they are detained 
for a longer term than a court would think 
of fixing in the sentence. 

“JT am in thorough accord with Gov. 
Black in his recent message to the Legis- 
lature upon that subject recommending 
legislation which would rmit a court to 
definitely fix the term of imprisonment in 
the reformatory. Under the present sys- 
tem the authorities in the reformatory may 
detain a prisoner for the maximum term 
of imprisonment. It may follow that from 
some petty breach of discipline or some 
slight infraction of the rules a prisoner may 
lose his merit marks and consequently be 
detained, and this may result from the re- 
port of a warden or watchman, or some 
other petty official, upon whose shoulders 
no public responsibilities rest.’

E AND ORTHODOXY. 
Member of a Jewish Congregation 
Who Was Expelled for Playing 


Cards Sues for Damages. 


There is scandal and trouble in the con- 
gregation Wreberec, in East Broadway, one 
of the most strictly orthodox Jewish or- 
ganizations in the city, over an alleged case 
of the playing of penuchle on the Sabbath 
day by Isaac Rabinowitz, a dealer in gen- 
eral merchandise at 264 Cherry Street. 

The congregation is not only a religious 
organization, but a kind of mutual insur- 
ance and aid society. Members who die in 
good standing are. buried, and their widows 
are pensioned, and care and help are given 
in case of sickness, or injury. Membership 


is, therefore, valuable, especially as the cash 
assets in bank amount to seve thousand 
dollars. Isaac Greenblatt, who has a shoe- 
maker’s shop at 63 Attorney Street, is the 
President. 

Mr. Rabinowitz became a member of the 
congregation several months . Public 
and vate life is regulated by the syna- 
gogue with fidelity to the Book of Leviticus 
as strict. as modern conditions permit. 
There are seventy special congregational 
rules to which every applicant for member- 
ship must promise obedience. One of these 
is that attendance upon the services shall 
be regular unless some excuse satisfactory 
to the authorities is given, 

Three weeks ago Mr. Rabinowitz was ab- 
sent from the regular Sabbath meeting of 
the con ation and sent word that he 
was sick. Tmmediately after the conclusion 
of the service a committee was started out 
to pick up his trail. He was not found at 
his home, The committee reported, how- 
ever, that he was found at a neighborin 
saloon playing penuchle and making roya 
marriages, fours, and sequences so fast that 
the place was filled with the dust of the 
chalk he was using to keep count. The 
committee had never seen such penuchle 
played anywhere. It lingered, fascinated, 
until the play was ended abruptly by the 
discovery that Rabinowitz, according to 
the committee, had acquired every dollar 
there was in sight. 

Having noted this fact, the committee re- 
ported to the Governing Committee and 
that body promptly and decisively cut off 
the delinquent from the congregation. Ali 
the money he had paid in for dues was 
put in a bag as unclean and carefully left 
at his house. A proclamation reciting the 
alleged sins of Rabinowitz was written out 
in Hebrew and sent to each member of the 
congregation. 

Rabinowitz has begun suit against the 
congregation for $2,000 damages. He denies 
that he is a gambler, as the Governing Com- 
mittee charges, and says his expulsion is 
the work of a faction which has always 
been opposed to him. Furthermore, he 
asserts that there is nothing in the seventy 
special rules or the general laws under 
which orthodox Jews are governed against 
playing penuchle, and certainly nothing re- 
quiring a man to lose money on it if he 
can win. 

Louis A. Jaffer of 320 Broadway is 
counsel for Rabinowitz, and has served the 
papers. Mr. Greenblatt said last night that 
the matter had been referred to the congre- 
gation’s lawyer.

Importers Protest Against Customs 
Rating of Cartridge Bagging. 


H. L. Gwaiter & Co., have a protest now 
under consideration of the Board of Classi- 
fication of the United States General Ap- 
praisers, which is the first of its kind that 
has come up under the new Tariff act. In 
objecting to the assessment of $2.50 per 


pound specific duty on an importation of 
eartridge bagging the importers say that 
such a duty is equivalent to 783% per cent. 
ad valorem. 

Cartridge bagging is made of silk, and the 
Appraiser at this port classified it as “a 
manufacture of silk in the gum ecru, a 
woven fabric.” Gwalter & Co. imported 
three pieces, each 234 yards long, and the 
local customs authorities. finding that the 
merchandise weighed more than 1 1-3 ounces 
per square yard and less than 8 ounces 
per square yard, assessed at $2.50 per 
pound under Paragraph 387 of the new 
Tariff Act. The importers appealed to the 
General Appraisers, claiming that the goods 
were dutiable only at % per cent. ad 
valorem as “manufactures of silk not 
specially provided for.’’ A sample of the 
bagging was filed, with Gwalter & Co.’s pro- 
test, and*it does not present the appear- 
ance of high-priced material. The Board 
of Classification heard testimony on this 
question, and will render a decision within 
a few weeks. : 








AGAINST THE FIREMEN. 


Mr. Scannell Declares He Will Try to 
Break Up Their Protective Order. 


While trying a fireman on the charge of 
intoxication, Commissioner Scannell yester- 
day declared himself opposed to the Fire- 


men’s Mutual Protective Association, and 
said he would do his best to break it up, as 
it was a political organization. No man 
belonging to the organization would be pro- 
moted, he declared, as long as he was Com- 
missioner. He also said that the order was 
injurious alike to the men and to the in- 
terests of the public. 

The fireman on trial had several of his 
comrades testify that he was not intoxi- 
cated, although both his foreman and Cap- 
tain maintained that he was. The Commis- 
sioner asked one of the firemen if he were 
a member of the association, and the fire- 
man replied that he was. The fireman on 
trial was fined the limit—ten days’ pay. 


Want Chief Bonner Retained. 


The Board of Fire Underwriters, at its 
meeting yesterday in the rooms at 82 Nas- 
sau Street, adopted a resolution putting on 


record its unanimous opinion regarding the 
value and efficiency of Fire Chief Bonner, 
and urging the necessity of retaining him 
as the Chief of the Fire Department. The 
preamble is to the effect that to make any 
change in that office would be to deprive the 
city of its most efficient expert, and to pos- 
sibly suject it to a sweeping conflagration, 
causing enormous destruction of property. 
Copies of the preamble and resolutions 
were sent to the Mayor and to Fire Commis- 
sioner Scannell. 





CONSOLIDATED FRUIT JAR CO. 


New Brunswick Stockholders Secure 
Control of Its Affairs, 


A strong fight for control of the affairs of 
the Consolidated Fruit Jar Company de- 
veloped at the annual meeting, held yester- 
day in the Warren Street offices. Since 
Ralph W. Booth, the founder of the com- 
pany died, about ten years ago, the fort- 
unes of the company, which practically 


manufactures all the fruit jars used in the 
country, have declined, and the one-hun- 
dred-dollar shares, then held at $200, are 
now quoted at $50. For the first time since 
the company was organized no dividend has 
been declared for the current year. 

The company has a large plant at New 
Brunswick, N. J., and employs in all about 
600 hands. Until yesterday’s election al- 
tered the aspect, the New York stockhold- 
ers have been in control. Frank P. Wisner 
was President for several years, and for the 
last two years C. B. Buckley, a lawyer of 
this city, was President.: They held the 
proxies of the Booth heirs and, the New 
Brunswick stockholders declared, misman- 
aged the business. Suit brought by the 
company against Mr. Wisner has been 
pending in the Supreme Court for some 
time. The rapid decrease in the value of 
their holdings convinced the heirs that a 
change of management might be beneficial, 
and resulted yesterday in the election of the 
New Brunswick ticket. 

The new Board of Trustees is composed 
of five New Brunswick men and two New 
Yorkers. The outgoing President, who was 
a candidate for re-election, was supported 
by 1,672 of the 4,301 shares of stock voted. 
The Trustees elected are W. G. Low, Lewis 
T. Howell, Henry R. Baldwin, H. McMur- 
trie, Oliver M. Palmer, P. Hampton Wyck- 
off, and R. W. Booth. Mr. Palmer was 
made President.

HE ATTACKS THE NEW CHARTER 





Its Framers Sharply Criticised — Too 
Many Offices Provided For, He 
Says — Grand Concourse 
Item Dropped. 





The Board of Estimate and Appértion- 
ment continued yesterday afternoon the 
consideration of the department budgets. 
The budget for the Police Department was 
on the calendar, but no one responded when 
it was called. The estimate for the De- 
partment of Sewers was read and referred 
to the Controller.

In this total’ was included $600,000 for 
work on the Grand Concourse. When the 
item was reached the Mayor said that the 
Grand Concourse would not be built during 
his administration. ‘‘ Has tthe city incurred 
any contract obligations to continue this 
work?” he asked Commissioner Keating. 
**No; but $25,000 has already been spent 
in surveys,” Mr. Keating replied. 
“ Well,”” rejoined Mayor Van Wyck, “I 


fancy you won't finish the Concourse this 
year.” 

The item was ‘stricken out. The bill for 
the building of a Grand Concourse was 
passed by the Legislature at the time when 
Henry. D. Purroy, ex-County Clerk, was 
the Tammany leader of the annexed dis- 
trict. It was then said that the bill was 
introduced and ponses at his behest. It was 
also said that the building of the Concourse 
would aid him politically. Since then Mr. 
Purroy has left Tammany Hall, and during 
the Mayoralty campaign he and his friends 
supported Seth Low 

When the item of department officers was 
being considered the Mayor said to High- 
ways Commissioner Keating: ‘‘ What’s the 
reason for all these offices? Why can’t you 
run your department from your central 
headquarters? What is the use, for in- 
stance, of having an engineer in every bor- 
ough? ’”’ 

‘The charter makes it necessary to have 
separate offices.”’ 

“Well, there’s so much nonsense in that 
volume that good lawyers don’t know just 
what it means. The fellows that made it 
didn’t know themselves just what they 
wanted. They said they wanted one big 
city, but they seem to have made five cities. 
They were the kind of people who believe 
that everything as it exists is wrong and 
must be changed to be right. 

‘“*] don’t think there is any need of having 
all those offices. We want right now to let 
the heads of the departments know how we 
feel about such matters. We can go ahead 
this year without creating all these offices, 
and next year, if we find that we have got 
to have them, we can put them in the 
budget.” 

Controller Coler agreed with the Mayor, 
and said that consolidation was going to 
cost 40 per cent. more than did the admin- 
istration of the old municipalities, if all 
such items were allowed. 

“ We want to a taxes down,” then 
added Mayor Van yek. ‘‘ The people al- 
ready have about all they own taken away 
in taxes.”"’

The Mayor objected to some of the items, 
and Mr. Holahan tried to explain why they 
were necessary expenditures. He said that 
the charter put on his departmfent the 
responsibility of preparing a complete map 
for the greater city and furnishing plans 
for any improvement. “ The city can adopt 
no better plan to keep it from bankruptcy 
than to lay out the city streets,’”’ said Com- 
missioner Holahan. ‘The lack of accu- 
rate survey maps is keeping back many pri- 
vate improvements. The preparation of 
these maps would increase the assessable 
valuation in the northern part of the city 
alone at least $100,000,000. If the city 
wants to keep away from the limit of in- 
debtedness, it can do so by facilitating 
these improvements.” 

The Mayor could not believe that the 
Cities of New York and Brooklyn were 
without accurate maps, and Louis R. Risse, 
Chief Engineer for the old Annexed Dis- 
trict Board of Improvements, undertook an 
explanation. He said that north of One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street the city was 
virtually unsurveyed. 

‘Your Honor will see how necessary—” 
started in Commissioner Holahan in an effort 
to supplement the information. 

‘Don’t call me ‘your Honor,’”’ objected 
the Mayor. ‘‘ Call me Mr. Mayor.” 

Mr. Holahan continued with his argument, 
and another engineer, who was present, said 
that only 8 out of the 150 square miles in 
Queens County had been mapped out by 
streets. :

LEGAL NOTES. 


QUESTION OF MARRIAGE.—After letters of 
administration had been granted to Jacob 
J. Brush upon the estate of his deceased 
brother, Joseph C. Brush, who in his peti- 
tion had stated that deceased “left no 
widow,” they were revoked by the Surro- 
gate, in May last, on the petition of Jennie 
Brush, who claimed to be the decedent’s 


widow. She asserted that she was mar- 
ried to the deceased in October, 1876. It 
was claimed on the part of the administra- 
tor that the intestate was an unmarried 
man, and had lived exclusively at No. 82: 
Morton Street; that for thirty years before 
his death he had slept in his apartments 
there, and was believed by the members 
of the household to be a bachelor. Jacob 
Brush’s appeal from the decree of the Sur- 
rogate’s Court was argued yesterday before 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. It was contended on the part of 
the appellant that the evidence adduced on 
the trial wholly failed to establish a valid 
express contract of marriage between the 
deceased and the respondent; that, although 
no form, rite, or ceremony is essential in 
this State to the validity of a marriage, it 
does not follow that any cohabitation, with 
whatever motives begun, may, by the false 
acknowledgment of the marital relations, 
kept for a time, grow into a lawful state of 
matrimony. To raise a presumption of the 
fact of marriage, from that of cohabitation, 
it was me ~ that the latter must be matri- 
monial. or the respondent it was argued 
that though no witness to the contract of 
marriage between the couple was pro- 
duced, the marriage was conclusively 
proved by long and continued cohabitation 
of the parties, their acknowledgment of 
each other as “husband and wife,” their 
declarations before witnesses that they 
were married, their conduct toward each 
other, their reputation as husband and wife 
among relatives, friends, and neighbors, and 
their reception as husband and wife among 
relatives, which, when taken together, 
proved the existence of a legal and binding 


marriage, which fully complied with the 
——— of this State. Decision was re- 
served.

FAMILY SETTLEMENT.—In an action by 
Henry W. T. Steinway to have declared void 
a clause of the will of C. F. Theodore Stein- 
way, as suspending the ownership of 4,000 
shares of stock of Steinway & Sons, valued 
at $1,000,000, for more than two lives, judg- 
ment was secured that this trust clause 
was invalid. The defendants, Charles H. 
Steinway and others, set up in their answer 
that the plaintiff by his various acts and 
conduct induced the executors to administer 
the estate according to the requirements of 
the will, and accepted its benefits; that he 
agreed in writing that the estate should 
be closed up as the will directed, which was 
done, and all the assets were distributed; 
and that by a writing under seal, for a con- 
sideration expressed and received, he re- 
leased the executors from all claims, and 
induced other beneficiaries to subscribe for 
an increase of the capital stock, as owners 
under the will. The Court held, on the 
trial, that the acts of the plaintiff, thus 
set forth did not amount to an éstoppel, 
and the trustees were directed to pay back 
$130,000, erroneously distributed. The Ap- 
pellate Division has reversed the judgment, 
and directed the complaint to be dismissed, 
holding, in an opinion by Justice Patterson, 
that it was unnecessary to pass upon the 
question of the validity of the trust, as 
the a. by reason of his acts, had no 
standing in a court of equity to maintain 
the action.

TREATMENT FOR ALCOHOLIC OR Narcotic 
HaBits.—The Equitable Life Assurance So- 
ciety of the United States, when an ac- 
tion was brought against it by Bruno

the insured, in that he had untruthfully 
stated in his application for the insurance 
that he had never been treated for alcoholic 
or narcotic habits. The Appellate Division, 
in an opinion by Justice Patterson, held, in 
an appeal by the insurance company from 
an order directing the service by it of a 
verified bill of particulars, that it should 
not be required 7, the court to state in 
the bill of particulars the place or places 
where the insured had been treated for 
such habits, or the names of the physicians 
or other ns a | whom treatment was 
given. The Court held that the company 
might, however, properly be required to 
state the time or times when the insured 
had been thus treated.

The forty-fifth annual meeting of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers was 
begun yesterday morning in the new house 
of the aociety, 220 West Fifty-seventh 
Street. Benjamin M. Harrod of New Or- 
leans, the President, opened the meeting 
with a short address of welcome to the 
members. 

The report of the Board of Direction was 
read, stating the membership of the so- 
clety to be 2,079, of whom 1,604 are non- 
resident. The number of titles,in the 
library is 21,921. The permanent loan on 
the new home is estimated at not more than 


$90,000. 

It was announced that the Norman 
Medal for the year ending July, 1897, had 
been awarded to Julius Baier, an associate 
member, for his paper on “‘ Wind Pressures 
in the St. Louls Tornado, with Special Ref- 
erence to the Necessity of Wind Bracing 
for High Buildings,’’ and that the Thomas 
Fitch Rowland Prize had been awarded to 
Arthur L. Adams for a paper on “ The 
Astoria City Water Works.” No award of 
the Collingwood prize for juniors was made. 

James Owen moved that a special com- 
mittee be appointed under the rules of the 
society to examine into the question of 
paints used for structural work in engineer- 
ing, and report to the society for discus- 
sion. Mr. Owen said there was a dearth 
of information on the subject of paints, and 
that action by the society would have an 
effect like that of its inquiry some years 
ago into the cements, which resulted in 
establishing a basis. The motion prevailed, 
although it met with opposition. 

On motion of H. G. Prout, it was decided 
to appoint a special committee to consider 
the subject of rail joints for standard steam 
railroads, and report to the society for dis- 
cussion, 

Joseph M. Knap moved that the practice 
of designating in publications of the so- 
eclety the hours of the day from 1 to 24 
o’clock be discontinued. He said the prac- 
tice had accomplished nothing. No rail- 
roads followed it except one in Canada. A 


protracted discussion followed. Mr. Knap’s 
motion, after being amended so as to refer 
the subject to the Board of Direction was 
finally defeated. 

W. W. Crehore, after stating that the De- 
partment of Public Parks of New York 
‘recently employed a firm of architects 
hitherto unidentified with bridge construc- 
tion to prepare plans and specifications for 
the Lenox Avenue Bridge to be erected at 
One Hundred and Forty-fifth Street and 
Lenox Avenue over the Harlem River,” of- 
fered a resolution that ‘‘ the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers hereby record its 
disapprobation of said recent action of the 
Department of Public Parks and protest 
against the selection by public officials of a 
person or persons outside the engineering 
profession to design and prepare plans for 
a distinctly engineering work of such im- 
portance and magnitude as the bridge men- 
tioned.”’ 3 

Mr. Crehore said that had the conditions 
in this case been reversed there would have 
arisen a howl from all the architectural so- 
cieties in the country. The motion was 
tabled without discussion. 

G. H. Thomson, in view of the absence of 
legal protection against unscrupulous per- 
sons who may advertise themselves as civil 
engineers, tried by motion to have the so- 
ciety go on record as ‘“ favoring judicious 
legal restrictions against the unauthorized 
use of the term.’”’ Mr. Thomson’s motion 
was tabled. . 

The result of the annual election was an- 
nounced as follows: President — Alphonse 
Fteley, New York; Vice Presidents—E. P. 
North, New York, and Frederick P. Stearns, 
Boston; Treasurer—John Thomson, New 
York; Directors—S. L. F. Deyo, New York; 
John Kennedy, Montreal; Henry Manley, 
Boston: C. C. Schneider, Pencoyd, Penn.; J. 
J. MeVean, Grand Rapids, and George Y. 
Wisner, Detroit. 

The installation of the new President was 
followed by luncheon, and then the members 
of the society divided themselves into three 
excursion parties. The first of these visited 
the Jerome Park Reservoir, the second in- 
spected the Bowling Green Building, and 
the third went to Columbia University and 
looked over the new buildings, notably the 
library building. * 

An assembly was held at the society house 
at 9 o’clock in the evening, or at 21 o’clock 
according to the society’s method of nota- 
tion. At 22 o’clock there was dancing, and 
supper was served later. The house was 
decorated with plants: and flowers. 

To-day will be devoted to an excursion by 
steamer to points. of. interest in and -about- 
New York Harbor.. The steamer Valley 
Girl will leave the pier at the foot of West’ 
Fifty-seventh Street at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning. This evening at 20:30 o'clock 
(8:30) Russell Sturges will address the soci- 
ety on the ‘‘ New Relations Between En- 
gineering and Architecture.” After the 
lecture there will be a ‘“‘ smoker.”
